Now, here we think we have an excmpHft- 
cutioii of the wisdom of that favorite aphorism 
of lion. Zadock Pratt, the tanner, th-at “ there 
is nothing like leather,” and likewise of the 
soundness of that ancient maxim, “ Let the 
Bhoeniaker slick to his l is t,” 
Finance is not 
the vocation of Mr. Sumner. 
It is one of tho 
exact sciences for which the peculiar cast anil 
drift of hiT raind arc not adapted. 
Ilia voca­ 
tion is tb it of the moral philosopher, the poet, 
the historian, and the lawyer, on broad and 
general principles, such as thosa involved, for 
example, in the Alabama claims. 
On that 
subject bis great speech in the Senate has 
placed bo?oro ilie world his abundant resources 
of learning, eloquence and logic in bold and 
beautiful relief. 
The broad facts and general 
principles presented in that famous speech, 
and the Inglenl conclusions therefrom, were 
such as to astonish and confound tho states­ 
men of Groat IJritain, and to 
Frigbt tlie isle from lU p ro p rie ty . 
So conviucing, 
too, 
as the true American 
exposition of these Alabama claims is this 
great argument of Mr. Sumner, that we find it 
adopted in the first regular message of I’resl- 
dent Oraiit to Conjiress in the exposition of 
his practical American views on the subject. 
Here wo find two minds, as widely diflTerent in 
their elements and processes of thought as the 
minds of John C. Calhoun and Andrew Jack­ 
son, meeting by different roads at the same 
terminus. 
It is because upon this subject “ all 
roads lead to Rome." 
Hut upon the why and the wherefore of his 
views on finance we find the close and practical 
roiiBOiiing of the soldier far more reliable than 
the poelto fancic.s. 
General G rant proposes to 
bring alxiiit a return to specie ]inymonts by 
increasing the returns to the Treasury from 
tho taxes collected and faxes niithorized, by 
r ducing expenditures, 
by using tho reve­ 
nue above current expenses in the reduction 
of the national debt and by funding the debt 
at four and a half per cent interest as rap­ 
idly as hi* means will permit. 
All these 
prucoBses are practical and to the purpose. 


General G rant further adrocatee a gradual 
restoration to sp oie paymouU, sod coniends 
that a hothouse system of forcing wouM sjioU 
t!ie fruit in the rijmning. 
Hut from first to lost 
tho leading ideas of General G rant are to 
lacrease the supplies in the Treasury from 
existing resonrcos, to cut down oxponses in 
every av dlable thing und to lighten the exiai- 
iii' burdens upon the country. 
How widely d ’fforcnt fs this new financljl 
scheme of .Mr. Sumner. 
Upon the three hun­ 
dred tiiiilions of currency in tho notes of the 
national banks now in circulallon the Troa.uiry 
loses eighteen mil.'lons in gold, which these 
hanks 
pocket. 
Ujion 
tho 
same 
amount 
of 
greenbacks 
tho 
Treasury 
saves 
eighteen millions in gold. 
Yet Mr. Suuiner 
proiioses at the rate ol fifty millions enrrency 
a year, in the supplies to new national banks, 
to absorb tho four hundred niilllomi of gre< n- 
backs in the six per cent bounly of these 
banks, and thus increase this loss to the 
Treasury from eighteen to forty-two millions a 
year in gold. 
And one of liis reasons for this 
plan of operations is that it will “ relieve tho 
country of tho whole greenback system" and 
“ h.Tsten tie return to specie paym ents.” 
“ Hasten." There is a fallacy in tho very 
w ord; but how the plan proposed ia to hasten 
specie payments wo cannot divine. 
The Sena­ 
tor’s reasons are mere nssiiraptions, and wo 
think they are delusive and absurd. 
Suppose 
wo try tho opposite system of abolishing all 
this national bank cu rren c/ and aubstittuing 
greenbacks for it. 
Upon seven hundred mil­ 
lions of currency the Treasury will thus save 
forty-two millions a year in gold—a saving 
upon which the internal revenue tax upon 
incomes from salaries m ight be utterly abol­ 
ished, with still a clear gain of ton millions 
in currency to tho Treasury. 
In other words, 
we pay in gold now eighteen millions, we will 
say, of our income ta.\c3 on salaries to suiiport 
these national banka, and Mr. Sumner pro­ 
poses to increase the cost of those superl'uous 
institutions to millions more than the whole 
revenue from such incomes. 
The Senator, then, to use n homoiy phrase, 
“ has tho wrong bull by the horns.” The forty- 
two millions which he proposes to take from 
the Treasury for the benefit of these national 
banks should be taken from those banks for the 
benefit of the Treasury. 
But there is a higher 
and broader objection to these banks taking 
root among tho people. 
It is the same objec­ 
tion which resulted in the overthrow of the 
old United States Bank of “ Nick Biddle” iu 
his conflicts with “ Old H ickory.” These banks 
threaten to become a sort of political oligarchy, 
like “ Biddle’s m onster” and its branches, or 
like General Jackson’s pet State banks to some 
e-vtcnt. 
Heaven forbid that we should re­ 
turn to tho wildcat State bank paper money 
system which was extinguished by the late 
rebellion. 
But the g"t*eaback furnishes a safe, 
uniform and satisfactory currency to the coun­ 
try, and it will save to the Treasury in gold 
forty-two millions a year, as a substitute for 
the scheme of Mr. Sum ner. 
As for the na­ 
tional bonds, under General G rant’s policy of 
redemption, they will go off fast enough with­ 
out tlio aid of these national banks. 
We dare 
say, too, that Mr. Sumner in due time will 
discover that his curious prescription for Ims- 
letiing specie payments is among the impracti­ 
cable vagaries of fancy financiers.

We present 
oiir readers to-day with an 
interesting review of (he condition of Do- 
iniiiiea about twenty-three years ago. 
It is 
compiled almost altogether from the report of 
Admiral, 
then Lieutenant, Porter, of the 
United Sliftes Navy, who was sent during 
President Polk’s adm inistration to make a 
survey of the whole island of St. Domingo, 
under the directions of Mr. Bancroft, who was 
then Secretary of the Navy, 
Tho tour of tho 
Lieutenant was an extensive one, and was 
made with the view of obtaining reliable 
information regarding tho political condition 
of the people and the resources of the coun­ 
try. 
The picture draw n of the island is a 
flattering one, and cannot fail in impressing 
us with the belief th at under the influence of 
a go-ahead nation like the United States it 
could be m ade a mine of wealth to its 
possessor. 
Even at the comparatively early 
day at which 
the 
report 
wa* 
w ritten 
the 
advantages of the 
Bay 
of 
Sam ana 
as 
a 
naval 
station 
for 
the 
United 
States were perceived. 
Lieutenant Porter in 
writing about it s a id :— “ The geographical posi­ 
tion of Samana Bay is of vast importance to 
the United States. 
Situated close to the high­ 
way of all vessels coming from Europe (tho 
Mona passage) und of most of the vessels 
from the United States bound to the West 
Indies, the Pow er that owned it would com­ 
mand the commerce of any nation with whom 
it was at w ar.” 
The views expressed then 
wero regarded with favor by some; but the 
subject, like many others, passed out of sight. 
The time, however, is fast coming when the 
acquisition not only of tho Bay of Samana, 
hut of the whole island, may become impera­ 
tive. 
The prospects of a canal^ across tho 
Isthmus of Darien lead us to look towards 
the probability of the island of St. Domingo 
becoming American territory. 
The people of 
St. Domingo, and H aytl also, are, we are led 
to believe, anxious for annexation, and look to 
a close relationship with the United States as 
a means of securing them from the disturb­ 
ances which are almost chronic on the island, 
owing to petty jealousies of rival military 
chlefUins. 
Annexation will cure these evifs, 
and the sooner it is accomplished the belter.

The election held day b*'fore yealerJsy ¡we- 
sented some novel features in polities which 
convey a lesson that may bo profited by in 
the future. 
Througlioiit Ifw entire city Ihe 
conviction prevails that the system of "rep,‘at 
ing” was shamelessly rewirled U> in some of 
the wards. 
That in wards particularly desig­ 
nated bands of itinerant voters visile,! the 
different pulling places and voted in each, 
without question, let or hindrance. 
The pre­ 
sence of the police, 
even the iindlsguisej 
fact—patent to all, to the InsjM’ctors them 
selves— that they were repeaters, 
did not 
deter these parties from voting or having 
their votes recorded. 
H ad the contest been 
between the candidates of two opposing organi 
zations the resort to this flagrant system of 
fraud upon tho rights of the citizens, while 
it would have 
been 
strongly condemned, 
might not have been so greatly wondered at; 
but here, for the first time, perhaps, certainly 
for the first time on such an extensive scale, 
was this \vrong practised upon candidates of 
the same party. 
This arose from the fact (hat 
the republicans, acting as an organization, 
perm itted Uic election to 
go 
by defuult, 
and 
the chances thus afforded to demo­ 
cratic candidates not receiving the regular 
nomination to contest tho election with the 
aid of their partisans 
and 
such 
repub­ 
lican 
votes 
as 
m ight 
bo 
relied 
on 
to 
be cast in opposition to Tammany. 
It was, perhaps, from the fact that the fight 
on Tuesday last was a one-sided one that tho 
tent to which “ repeating” was carried was 
so noticeable and so strongly deprecated within 
the democratic ranks. 
As it is said that 
‘curses, like chickens, come homo to roost, ’ 
so it may be said that tho curse of repeating 
never came so near hume as it did iu this ouso. 
It would, indeed, prove a benign visitation if 
it opened tho eyes of political leaders to the 
danger and evil of the practice, whether or 
not it devolves upon the people theraselvos, 
from the experience of Tuesday last, to take 
such steps through their representatives In the 
Legislature us will secure an immediate sup­ 
pression of tho evil in all elections to come. 
If the citizens do not move la this m atter at 
the earliest moment and insist upon short, 
sharp and * decisive action in the premises, 
they submit to a voluntary disfranchisement— 
a thousand times more slavish and galling 
than an enforced one. 
Mayor Hall, in a witty 
little speech m ade by him before the St. 
Nicholas Society a few evenings ago, alluded 
to the habit of “ repeating” which prevailed In 
this city so far back as 1702, and said he sup­ 
posed that tho same’ would be practised till 
elections should be no more. 
But this is a 
question for tho citizens themselves, and they 
alone can effectually dispose of it. 
The lesson 
of the hour with regard to this “ repeating” 
business is worth repeating. 
Both parties say 
they are anxious to have a law expressly 
passed to meet and suppress this evil. 
But 
who will take tho initiative ? 
The people, as 
moat deeply interested, ought to do so, and if 
they but make a concerted movement npon the 
I.<egi8lature at its next session and compel it 
to pass a law m eeting all tho requirem ents of 
the case the lesson taught on Tuesday last will 
not be in vain.

the following ttill to amend the Banking act 
and to promote the return to specie payments:— 


Be it enacted, ic.. That so mnctt of the Banking 


act as limits the issue of bills to jsoo.oou.uuo is tiere- 
by rcpealeJ, and existing banKs may oe enlarged 
ami IKW banks may ue organized at the discretion 
ol tne Secretary 01 the Treasury. But no more bills 
than are now aurhonzed by tae Banking act shall 
herea.tur no issued, unless the Secretary or the 
Treasury, at the time ot their issue, can and does 
cancel and destroy a like amount of legal tenders- 
and the increase of banli bibs hereby authorized 
shall not exceed $50.000,000 per ye.ir, which amount 
snail be HO distributed by the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury us to equalize, as .near as possible, the bankwir 
interesis of tne different states. 


Aad the following are the reasons -which 


this specie payment financier presents in sup- 
port of this remarkable scheme;— 


JnrsJ—it will create a demand for our national 


bonus and to this extent lortily the national credit. 
Second—It will tend to satisiy those parts or the 


countrr, especially 01 the South and West, where 
currency and banks are wanting, and thus arrest 
a ailllculi. question. 


T7ui d—Li win not expand or contract the currencv 


so Hut the opposite parties on these questions may 
support it, 


fiartt:—Under 
It the 
banks will gradually 


strengthen themselves and prepare to resume specie 
payment. 


PtKh—lt ivill give the South and West the oppor- 
tunity to OKiuize baults. and will interest those 
parts or the country to this extent in the national 
securnies aud tne national bautlug system, by 
which boiu will Oe strengthened. 


,s','Z-/i—It win. within a reasonable time relieve 


the-country or the whole greenoack system, and 
thus dispose or an important question. 


sereiuit—It will hasten me return to specie nay- 
meats. 


Now, here we think we have an exemplifi- 


cation of the wisdom of that favorite aphorism 
of Hon. Zadock Pratt, the tanner, that "there 
is nothing like leather," and likewise of the 
soundness of that ancient maxim, "Let the 
shoemaker stick to hia last." Finance is not 
the vocation of Mr. Sumner. It is one of the 
exact sciences for which the peculiar cast and 
drift of his miad are not adapted. His voca- 
tion is that of the moral philosopher, the poet, 
the historian, and the lawyer, on broad and 
general principles, such as those involved, for 
example, in the Alabama claims. 
On that 


subject his great speech in the Senate has 
placed before the world his abundant resources 
of learning, eloquence and logic in bold and 
beautiful relief. 
The broad facts and general 


principles presented in that famous speech, 
and the logical conclusions therefrom, were 
snch as to astonish and confound the states- 
men of Great Britain, and to 


. Fright the isle from its propriety. 


So convincing, too, as the true American 
exposition of these Alabama claims is this 
great argument of Mr. Samner, that we find it 
adopted in the first regular message of Presi- 
dent Graiit to Congress in the exposition of 
his practical American views oa the subject. 
Here we find two minds, as widely different ia 
their elements and processes of thought as the 
minds of John C. Calhoun and Andrew Jack- 
eon, meeting by different roads at the same 
terminus. It is because upon this subject "all 
roads lead to Rome." 


But npon the why and the wherefore of his 


views on finance we find the close and practical 
reasoning of the soldier far more reliable than 
the poet's fancies. General Grant proposes to 
bring about a return to specie payments by 
increasing the returns to the Treasury from 
the taxes collected and taxes authorized, by 
reducing expenditures, by using the reve- 
nue above current expenses in the reduction 
of the national debt and by funding the debt 
at four and a half per cent interest as rap- 
idly as his means will permit. AU these 


General Grant further advocates a gradual 
restoration to specie payments, and contends 
that a hothouse system of forcing would spoil 
the fruit in the ripening. 
But from first to last 


tbo leading ideas of Genera! Grant are to 
increase the supplies in the Treasury from 
existing resources, to cut down expenses in 
every available thing and to lighten the exist- 
ing burdens upon the country. 


How widely dillerent'is this new financial 


scheme of Mr. Sumner. Upon the three hun- 
dred millions of currency in the notes of the 
national banks now in circulation the Treasury 
loses eighteen millions in gold, which these 
banks 
pocket. 
Upon the 
sama 
amount 


of 
greenbacks 
the 
Treasury 
saves 


eighteen millions in gold. Yet Mr. Sumner 
proposes at the rate of fifty millions currency 
a year, in the supplies to new national banks, 
to absorb the four hundred millions of green- 
backs in the six per cent bounty of these 
banks, and thus increase this loss to the 
Treasury from eighteen to forty-two millions a 
year in gold. And one of his reasons for this 
plan of operations is that it will "relievo the 
country of the whole greenback system" and 
"hasten the return to specie payments." 


"Hasten." There is a fallacy in the very 


word; bnt how the plan proposed is to hasten 
specie payments we cannot divine. 
The Sena- 


tor's rrasons are mere assumptions, and we 
think they are delusive and absurd. Suppose 
we try the opposite system of abolishing all 
this national bank cnrrenc7 and substituting 
greenbacks for it. Upon seven hundred mil- 
lions of currency the Treasury will thus save 
foriy-two millions a year in gold—a saving 
upon which the internal revenue tax upon 
incomes from salaries might be utterly abol- 
ished, with still a clear gain of ten millions 
in currency to the Treasury. In other words, 
we pay in gold now eighteen millions, we will 
say, of oar income taxes on salaries to support 
these national banks, and Mr. Sumaer pro- 
poses to increase the cost of these superfluous 
institutions to millions more than the whole 
revenue from such incomes. 


The Senator, then, to use a homely phrase, 


"has the wrong bull by the horns." The forty- 
two millions which he proposes to take from 
the Treasury for the benefit of these national 
banks should be taken from these banks for the 
benefit of the Treasury. But there is a higher 
and broa'der objection to these banks taking 
root among the people. 
It is the same objec- 


tion which resulted in the overthrow of the 
old United States Bank of "Nick Biddle" in 
his conflicts with "Old Hickory." These banks 
threaten to become a sort of political oligarchy, 
like "Biddle's monster" and its branches, or 
like General Jackson's pet State banks to some 
extent. Heaven forbid that we should re- 
turn to the wildcat State bank paper money 
system which was extinguished by the late 
rebellion. 
But the greenback furnishes a safe, 


uniform and satisfactory currency to the coun- 
try, and it wiil save to the Treasury in gold 
forty-two millions a year, aa a substitute for 
the scheme of Mr. Sumner. 
As for the na- 


tional bonds, under General Grant's policy of 
redemption, they will go off fast enough with- 
out the aid of these national banks. We dare 
say, too, that Mr. Sumner in due lime will 
discover that Ms curious prescription for has- 
tening specie payments is among the impracti- 
cable vagaries of fancy financiers. 


Opening of the Ei-umcnicnl Council. 


During the present century Rome, has wit- 


nessed no such display of grandeur and magnifi- 
cence as was offered yesterday by the assembly 
and ceremonies at the solemn opening of tho 
Ecumenical Council. The uttermost parts of 
tho earn were represented in the procession of 
seven hundred bishops which followed Pops 
Pius IX to the hall of the Council, and ia the 
dense mullitude of spectators who thronged 
the streets, while the be:is were all ringing 
and cannon was thundering from the Forts of 
Sau Angelo and Mount Aventins. 


But it ia notoworlby and significant that all 
is pomp was almost exclusively ecclesias- 


tical.

It must, moreover, be mentioned among the 


signs of the times that on tho same day the 
bishops met in Roma the Deists assembled in 
convention at Naples, and that the news of 
this convention and of the opening of the 
Ecumenical Council was flashed simultaneously 
bj ihe-Atlantic telegraph to New York. 


Tho Charter Election—Irs Lessen. 


The election held day before yesterday pre- 


sented some novel features in politics which 
convey a lesson that may be profi'.ed by ia 
the future. 
Throughout tbe entire city the 


conviction prevails that the system of "repeat- 
ing" was shamelessly resorted to in some" of 
the wards. 
That in wards particularly desig- 


nated bands of itinerant voters visited the 
different polling places and voted in each, 
•without question, let or hindrance. The pre- 
sence of the police, even the undisguised 
fact—patent to all, to the inspectors them- 
selves—that they were repeaters, did not 
deter these parties from voting or having 
their votes recorded. Had the contest been 
between the candidates of two opposing organi- 
zations the resort to this flagrant system of 
fraud upon the rights of the citizens, while 
it would have been strongly condemned, 
might not have been so greatly wondered at; 
but here, for the first time, perhaps, certainly 
for the first time oa such an extensive scale, 
was this wroag practissd upon candidates of 
the same party. This arose from the fact that 
the republicans, acting as an organization, 
permitted the election to go by default, 
and tho chances thus afforded to demo- 
cratic candidates not receiving tho regular 
nomination to contest the election with ihe 
aid of their partisans 
and such repub- 


lican votes as 
might 
be relied on to 


be cast in opposition to Tammany. 


It was, perhaps, from the fact that the fight 


on Tuesday last was a one-sided one that the 
extent to which "repeating" was carried was 
so noticeable and so strongly deprecated within 
the democratic ranks.

An Oregon Senator on Chinese JLnbor. 
Senator Wi.liams, of Oregon, has got a bill 


providing that all contracts for theimportation 
of Chinese into this country shall henceforth 
ba declared a misdemeanor, and that contacts 
now existing shall be null and void. The 
peop'o on the Pacific coast aro jealous of 
Asiatic labor. Perhaps it is natural that they 
should be so just now, but they need not be 
alarmed in the least about it, for eventually 
the growth of Chinese industry and Libor will 
do them no harm. The time is not far distant 
when the developments of all the States and 
Territories on the Pacific will need labor in 
abundance, and when it will be welcome from 
any quarter. Labor will not come from the 
Eastern States, because it will find a field for 
years to come OT this sids of (he Mississippi or 
ia the Slates that fie east of the Eocky Moun- 
tains—Kansas, Nebraska, Color.ulo—and in 
the States of the South, where it is sought for 
under the most iuviting circumstances. While 
there is an acre to be tilled, a mine to be' 
worked or a mill to run in thess Slates the 
Pacific slope caa hardly expect an abundance 
of white labor from the Atlantic States. 
Senator Williams' constituents probably know 
th-se facts better -thaa he does, and they 
know, too, that only for the Chinese and the 
prospects likely to result from theT immigra- 
tion the Pacific Railroad would Got have been 
in operation to-day—that grand highway 
which brings commerce and prosperity to the 
doors of Oregon and all the PaciGc States, 
from California to the eeul hunting grounds of 
Alaska. The opposition of Senator Williams 
to Chinese immigration is therefore ill-timed 
and foolish.

The people of 
"St. Domingo, and Hayti also, are, we are led 
to believe, anxious for annexation, and look to 
a close relationship with the United States as 
a means of securing them from the disturb- 
ances which are almost chronic oa the island, 
owing to petty jealousies of rival military 
chieftains. Annexation will cure these evils, 
aad the sooner it is accomplished the better.

The people, as 
most deeply interested, ought to do so, and if 
they but make a concerted movement anon the 
Legislature at its next session and compel it 
to pass a law meeting all tho requirements of 
the case the lesson taught on Tuesday last will 
not be in vain. 


The Marriage Kite. 


Recorder Hackett's suggestion in regard to 


the indictment of the clergymen who, in the 
marriage of Mrs. McFurland,

bigamy, is in questionable taste and not with- 
out a suspicion from which the bench should 
be entirely free—that, namely, of pandering 
to popular fancy.

EGYPT.—A cable 
despatch 


informs us that certain Manchester merchants 
have had an interview with the Viceroy of 
Egypt, and that tho Viceroy has assured them 
that he is making extensive preparations to 
increase the growth of cotton in the territory 
under his charge.

Egypt can do in the cotton line. Our civil war 
made the Viceroy one ofthe richest men'in the 
world, perhaps the richest.

More than has been done with Lower 
Egypt 5n the cotton interest cannot be done. 
Tha fact is cotton ceased to pay in Egypt when 
oar war ended. But Sir Samuel Baker pro- 
poses to give to the Viceroy a cotton-growing 
district half as large as our Southern States. 
The Viceroy is not, therefore, without interest 
in the Manchester mills.

We do ipt 
see any reason for an extension of thia patent 
that is not equally good for an extension of 
every patent, and it is certain that this matter 
of extending patents has already been carried 
too far. We should stand by the law. The 
law recognizes the propriety and justice of 
rewarding invention, but it also recognizes that 
there must be a limit to the reward, and that 
the public has an interest in the expiration of 
every patent right. We are opposed to any 
interposition of Congress to defraud the people 
at large of the right they have in the expira- 
tion of patents, tbe more especially when such 
interposition is exercised in a spirit of favorit- 
ism that defeats the plain purpose of a wise 
law.

citizens hnvo free trade in ships; then, and not 
unui men, will they be able to compete with fureunu 
shipowners. Our registry law practically protects 
the foreign shipowner from American competition, 
and * * * our carrying trade with other coun- 
tries is no loinjer carried on by American ship- 
owners, * * * but la transferred to tue hands of 
foreigners. This result * * * would isot have 
occurred haa ihe shipbuilding Industry of the United 
Kmtcs kept up the shipbuilding industry of England. 


American shipbuidmg has not improved wltlila 


the last twenty years. During the two deca'ies In 
which tu« art of shipbuilding mis made greater pro- 
gress m Cireat liriiam than it did in all tlie countries 
«inch preceded them, the buildiugf of seagoing ves- 
sels m America has not advaueeu one step. 
The improvements which tue builders of England 


have eifecieu in steam machinery, combined witli 
their improved system ol shipbuilding and the facili- 
ties winch they enjoy, and which enable them to 
construct ships and engines at prices with winch no 
other countries can compete, give Great Britain a 
very loua lead in the construction of iron steamers. 
Her builders supply their own and otner countries 
with steamers which will earn largo piolits in trades 
in winch steamers built in the United states Cannot 
live, and they have entirely exploded the idea that 
subsidies aio necessary to the support of steam Hues 
on the iireat routes of ocean tranlc. Tue most suc- 
cessiul steam lines, In a commercial point of view, 
are those winch rely upon traulc and care nothing 
for mail contracts or subsidies. Steamers of mode- 
rate speed and large cariro capacity can earn more 
money iu lUcNew York and Liverpool trade, without 
a- subsidy, than the laat steamers wliicu carry com- 
paratively little cargo and burn a great quantity of 
coal, cau earn with the most liberal indil service 
compensation wnica either the United states or 
Uicat liriiam are likely to give. A steamship that 
will cany 6,oiw tons of cargo across the Atlantic in 
twelve davs, burning 60!) tons of coal on tue pas- 
sage, is better property than one that masej the 
trip m tea days, wiih 1,000 tons of cargo and burn- 
ing 1,000 tons of coal. The last will make a noise In 
tue world by an occasional very rapid passage, but 
the ilrst will put most money into the coffers of her 
onucr*. Tucsa are the steamers which American 
shipowners should beperiutttcd to bay in the cneap- 
est market.

Many of the steamers bnllt upon the Clyde are 


for loroigu owners and foreign service; some go to 
China, otuers to South America, otliers again to the 
B.acK Sea and Baltic, oi German, French, Spau- 
ih and Italian shipowners many no to Enziaud to 
build steamers and ships. In snort, the high repu- 
tation of the builders there attracts purchasers from 
ai! parts or the world except the United States. 
There might be some reason lot the policy which our 
people are pursuing m relusmg to bund steamers 
and ships oatsuie of the United States, If ,BUch a 
policy helped shipbuildinc at home or benefited any 
one class or our citizens. II it even served to secure 
in; pare of our foieigu trade to ships built In the 
Stales it tniRiit be tolerated, but the reverse Is no- 
toriously true.

Whether it would he wise to withdraw the protec- 
tion which now secures our uorue market 10 our own 
Sunders is a question upon '.viiicu much must be said 
opon both slues.

liHeeuis very certain that the United Slates must 


advance very promptly and boldly or else rail sadly 
m tue rear of England, Germany and France. We 
cannot maintain a respectable maritime position 
belore the world ir our mercantile navv is to consist 
of wooden sailing ships alone or wooden sailing 
rtlnjM coupled with one or two lines of subsidized 
steamers— and this Is our present position— while all 
our rivals are distancing us and earning off our 
own trade. It is, ol course, better to build our ships 
at home than it is to buna them abroad, but it is 
better to build them abroad than not. lo build them 
at all. It is better to employ our own. shipmasters, 
mates and seamen than the inasters, mates and sea- 
men of our commercial rivals, and it is better

commanded by our own fellow cilizens and carrying 
our own Has- All this can only be accomplished by 
repealing tne law which reruses to grant an Ameri- 
can register to a steamer built in the cheap building 
yards of Ureal Britain.

the sentimental feeling iVIUch nas already destroyed 
our commercial prestige. 


The Kegistry laws are declared to be by the force 


of circumstances prohibitory and oppressive to our 
own citizens and in the interest of loreigu ship- 
owners and manners.

Is it not unrea- 
cmsble to practically prohibit American citizens 
rom engaging 111 itr But for tue Improvements 
vnich have been made iu Bntlsn shipyards and 
tritish machine siiops emigration to trie United 
itutes would still be dependent ou sailing ships and 
vould be very far below its present extensive vol- 
nne. Iu the opinion of competent Judges emlgra- 
lou from Great Britain nas been more man doubled 
iy tne application of steam to emigrant trausporta- 
icn; yet the builders of the United States nave not 
urued out a single steamer that coma live m the 
rade at the passage rates on which the British 
teamer owners have become rich. The fine steam- 
rs Outarlo and Erie are commercial failures, so far 
as the Liverpool trade is concerned. Alter trying it 
ortwovovagea, the Ontario was withdrawn, and 5er 
onsort, the line, has never been to sea. Tne original 
ost of both steamers was about si.ow.ooo, and they 
vere finally soid for $356,217 each. The Collins

Tae Free Trade Leajua Iiava Issued the followlne 
memorial:— 


Your memorialists would respectfully represent 
that m most of me testimony taken before your 
committee in regard to the present condition ol the 
commerce ot this country, the true cause of its deca- 
dence was not stated, nor In their opinion has a 
sufficient remedy been suggested for its revival. 
Your memorialists wish lo assert, in lUe first place, 
that the currying trade iu American vessels between 
our own aud foreign ports has lallen on" largely 
since the termination of the war, while that enjoyed 
by the citizens of other countries has shown a 
steady increase. The total tonnage of the country 
employed lu i860 was 2,540,327 tous, while in 1809 it 
is only 1,505,837 tons. 


Your memorialists do not hesitate to charge the 


existing condition of our commercial marine largely 
to the present tariff, the rates of whicu, levied ou 
articles entering mio the construction of vessels, are 
so excessive as to forbid their being built iu tne 
8,'ilpyards 
of this country: but it is mainly

protection to the American shipbuilder, forbid the 
purchase and trausier to the Ainsricau Bag of itilps 
and steamers constructed abroad. The German »ud 
Frenchman are now monopolizing a large portion of 
the carrying trade between this country and Europe, 
which was formerly in tne hands of American ship- 
owners, the reason being that wuile the citizens of 
these countries are allowed by their own laws to buy 
snips in the cheapest markets, the American is pro- 
hibited by our legislation from doing tho same, and 
is thus placed at a disadvantage whicli he is unable 
to overcome. Your memorialists are convinced that 
the granting of subsidies 13 an, unwise measure, and 
is only the attempt to reintdy an existing injustice 
by the creation of a new one, the direct eifect of 
which would be to add to the existing competition 
by the formation of a monopohed interest, thus 
defeating private competition and rendering the 
condition of the American shipowner worse than 
before.

In the opinion of your memorialists, the true 
means to revive this Important bnrprostrate indus- 
try would be the abrogation of all laws preventing 
the purchase of vessels in foreign countries where 
they can be procured the cheapest, and the admis- 
sion of these vessels to American registry—or, in 
other words, absolute freedom of trade lu ships and 
steamers. 


The American shipowner would tlms be put on an 
equality with, the loreigner so far as as ootaining 
cheap vessels Is concerned, and your memorialists 
are convinced that by the adoption of this simple 
and just measure the country would regain in great 
part that share of the carrying trade of whicli it has 
been deprived by erroneous legislation.

The Colored Men of tlie United States to

Advise 


Equal Sights for tfcc Whites. 


"\VASHISGTON, Dec. 7, 1S69. 


At a meeting of tue National Executive Commit-

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL.

The conservative tone of the President's message 


and the wise reconimendat.ons of Secretary ttoui- 
well to deter legislation on-the nuestluV of specie 
payments have been well-timed in their effect upon 
the general business of the city, where considerable 
distrust and depression had been begotten of the 
resumption demands and prophecies of the more 
radical organs ol public opinion. 
The dangerous 


expedient of legislating specie payments instead of 
permitting the country to grow to resumption by 
the natural process receives no encouragement from 
the Executive of tne nation and his financial minis- 
ter^ The prospect for the winter had bean gloomy 
in certain braucnes ot trade, ana" lears of bad times 
had rendered our merchants very uneasy. The feeling- 
Is now more confluent, ana thougn business is dull, 
except in the line of holiday goods, it does not pro- 
duce so much despondency. It is the season when 
dnlness is looked for. The year will close out wltii 
a steadier and more cheerful feeling m mercantile 
circles, in consequence of General Grant's and Sec- 
retary Boutwell's position. The money market to- 
day was active up to two o'clock. Previous to thai' 
hour the rate on call, with pledge even of govern- 
ment collaterals, was full seven per cent, the Ger- 
man bankers being large borrowers, for the purpose, 
it is supposed, of carrying the bonds bought to 
catch the rise in the foreign market.

to sixty days. Toward the close of banking hours 
the market was irregularly reported, borrowers and 
lenders seeming not to meet each other, BO that m 
some portions of tne street six per cent was the rate, 
while in others it was still sharp seven. The reason 
of this doubtless lies In the partial disbursements of 
the Sub-Treasury in payment or the bonds bought 
this noon, the sellers who got their money late in 
the day being anxious to place it over night, and 
hence offering down tne marSet. Commercial paper 
was steady and without new feature.

The government bond market was unfavorably 
affected by a heavy decline in London, where tue 
6T's at live o'clock tms evening had fallen to 85K, 
owing, it is conjectured, to the disappointment of 
foreign speculators at the tenor of the President's 
message, winch, from the outcry raised by the press 
of this country just succeeding the gold panic of Sep- 
tember1, they thought would take strong grounds in 
favor of an early resumption of specie payments. 
We have often adverted to the curious Influences of 
the two markets upon each other—that ia, ths home 
and foreign. However complex xhese influences itis 
always certain that a decline abroad leans to a 
decline here. The difference oetween gold and 
greenback quotations is, of course, the reason of this 
intricacy. 
The inherent strength given domestic 


prices by the conservative character of the policy of 
General Grant and Secretary Boutwell combated 
the effects or the foreign decline, especially as the 
gold market was so strong. 
The yielding here was 


a_ quarter to three-eignths per cent only as con- 
trasted witu a fall of over a hau" to three-quarters 
per cent in London. 
TUe fact further illustrates 


"what has been remarked above as to the steadying 
influences of the President's message upon the gen- 
eral market- The asrents of foreign bankers in this 
eiiy have not profiled as largely as they expected, 
if tney have at all, by their recent purchases of gov- 
ernments to realize the advance predicted upon ex- 
pected specie payment reconmiendj.tions in the Con- 
cressional documents. The market at the close was 
heavy, particularly on the announcement that a hill 
had been introduced to make the national banking 
system tree. Whatever strength had been commu- 
nicated by the offer of the government to buy two 
millions of bonds to-day was counterbalanced by the 
large offerings at the Sub-Treasury, where the total 
of the proposals to sell was over live ami a half mil- 
lions.

Tha "bulls" 
are encouraged to persevere, owing to the absence of 
contraction Ideas In the public documents and to 
the chance that Congress will expand rather than 
diminish the volume of currency, especially as the 
two most - prominent members have already intro- 
duced measures to make the privileges of national 
banking free lo the whole country. The "bears," on 
the contrary, are selling In expectation of the larae 
outcome of gold from the Treasury In payment of 
the January interest, and upon the flattering charac- 
ter of our exports oi cotton and produce, and tne 
corresponding weakness of exchange.

On yesterday afternoon lour natives of Japan two 
bams ol royal bluod and two Of tne cooility ar- 
rived in tais city and are now stopping at tue sh&r 
inaa ilouse. 1 he names of these aistinguished yotthfi 
geutlemsn are given below. They are accuiuuamed 
to this country by Mr. C. H. M. Bosnian, an English 
gentleman, who has for many years resided ac Yotii- 
hattia, Japan. The party leu that eouutry ou the 1st 
of lu^t November, on the mail swjamer Japan ana 
arrived at San Francisco on the s!d. In that city 
tue lour Japanese uuc off their native costumes and 
attired themselves lor the lirst time in the dress of 
American gentlemen, 'jney leit San Francisco on 
the 14th o! the present mouth, travelling direct to 
Omaha, where tuev stopped oue day. Last Sundav 
afternoon thay left Oinaaa via tae Cmca"o ROCK 
Island and Pacific Railroad, aud reachea this city at 
lour o'clock yesujRiay afternoon. 
Arrived at the 
\ au Buren street depot they proceeded to the Sher- 
man, where rooms had been secured for them Tlieir 
arrival mtnis city was not marfied by any sort of 
public demonstration. 


At five o'clocfc they took dinner in the ladles' ordi- 
nary, liavmg finished tueir dinner. Prince Seeiuat- 
sue, his brotner, and two noblemen, indulged m a 
promenade about tne rotunda ol the hotel where 
mey attracted considerable attention and were in- 
troduced to a lew prominent citizens of Chicaco 
At hall-past seven o'clock they were driven to the 
opera JUouse, wnere they occupied a nriviite box 
Tuey seemed to enjoy tne enlivening society of the

Bat—why or wuerelore I am sure I don't Snow— 
taat saving of money m what are comparatively 
sma'.i matters, bus become a perfect mania in onicial 
England. That a penny saved is not aiwaya a penny 
gamed, could, I tiiinS;, be verilied at tue present 
time in England. A head clerk iu one of the public 
offices told tae the other day mat in consequence or 
Uie petty savings iu nis department, the want of 
messengers, the difficulties in gettiug just supplies of 
pens, ink and paper, ns and nis colleagues get 
through about one-half the amount or business tuat 
they used to do two years ago. Jiut so long as min- 
isters do not tax tea, or income, or wheat, or flour, 
ttiey may do what they Use, and cot a soul will 
crumble. Englishmen—at least tne majority or tne 
middle classes—seldom look beyond the morrow, 
and they all now as a political axiom, that "Enough 
lor tne day is the evil tuereof."

Bonaparte Taking It Easy. 


PARIS, Monday. Sov. 22—llidalglit. 


The Emperor, the Prince Imperial aad suite ar- 


rived from Cotcpiegne yesterday morning, at a 
quarter beiore twelve o'clock. Four carriages con- 
veyed the imperial party, without escort, Irom the 
railway station, to the Tuilcries, where the Ministers, 
the Prefect of tne Seine and the dignitaries or the 
court had assembled. The Emperor received the re- 
port from tlie JUinisteror tne Interior, on the inci- 
dents connected with the private meetings last Sat- 
urday, and with respect to the general physiognomy 
or tae capital since the opening of the ballot yes- 
terday morning in the four conscriptions. Tnere 
is ono quality possessed by Napoleon ill. which 
all must admire. His pluck is undoubted. During 
the disturbances last June lie drove along the boule- 
vard m the evening in a coupe without escort. He 
aud tlie Empress, on the afternoon of the lollow- 
ing day, proceeJeJ in an open carriage to the Boule- 
vard du Prince Euge.ie, where there was a crowd of 
work people: The carnage was brought to a stand- 
still, and a Iree and easy conversation ensued 
between imperial velvet ana wonting blouses, which 
enued -with, cliecrs lor tne Emperor aud Empress. 
In the evening there was a total cessation of distur- 
bance, and we heard no mure of the disgraceful 
scenes which had nightly rendered the boulevards 
impassable and dis-gracjd the capitaL 


But three days since I was informed by a professor 


or universal political knowledge-—a man who, in his

Now of course 
his .Majesty is aware ol the in leeiing which has ex- 
isted ;u certain quarters of tho bioud and thunder 
school, and he has taken every precaution for the 
suppression of au outbreak, but the goud sense or 
the people will prevail and the Emperor win con- 
tinue to direct the destinies of France until called to 
another wond to reader'an account ot His steward- 
ship. Napoleon 111. has a rare merit, one wnich can 
be claimed for no otiier French monarch, since 
tho year 1769. He yields to puolic opinion; but it is 
feared that he has yielued on tne present occasion 
tuo late. Taat he gives way step by step instead or 
making a comolete relorm. For iny own part, I am 
of me opinion that sweeping changes will ne inau- 
gurated. My opinion is basea ou private,and reliable 
information, if the imperor by indecision or hesi- 
tation allo A- grievances to accumulate he certainly 
gams by the famts or his adversaries. 
• With regard to the state 01 Pans on this the 22d of 
November, 18t>9, the day o! me elections, and on 
which it was prophesied an outbreak wuuid occur, 
tranquillity has reigued supreme, it was not until 
me extra editions or the eveuiag papers were pub- 
lished that me resuit of tue voting was publicly 
known. 
The bou.evards, at an cany nour in tue 
evening, were crowded with persons m anxious .ex- 
pectation of tne arrival of the journals, who remain-

Tha upper chamber has held another sitting,. 


when was passed the resolution against the pro- 
posea premium loan, as also the bill ror tne uniform 
legalization of becoming or age at the period of 
twenty-one veara.

house of Prussia, and that if it were so rapacious 
an institution the noble Count should bear m mind 
that he was one chieily concerned m having estab- 
lished it. Alter this clincaer the motion waa quietly 
shelved. 


The much spoken of Instruction bill of Herr ron 


Muhler has had a similar fate in the lower cham- 
ber, winch refused to discuss it m ths plenum, and 
referred it to a select committee of thirty-five, who 
will not report upon it during this session. The 
Minister of Instruction would do much better to 
devote hts attention to the lining np or the numer- 
ous vacancies for teacher*, and supplying the de- 
mand for new: appointments in tne old and new 
provinces- The returns go to show that the places 
of 695 principal teachers have been left vacant, and 
an equal number or assistants are required at the 
present moment, while apart from these as many 
as 1.242 new appoiatinems have become necessary. 
It is not suprismg that in view of tne meagre in- 
ducements held out to pedagogues 1& Prussia very 
few come forward to volunteer their services. 
You have already beeu informed that Professor 
Virchow's motion for a partial reduction of arma- 
ment has been rejected, it is refreshing to see it 
approved by the Saxon Chamber, and still more so 
to notice ultra conservatives and men in high omce, 
sucn as Deputy von Emsledel and Deputy V. Kon- 
nerltz, of Dresden, the latter being son-ia-Iaw to 
the Austria Premier. Count Beust, as having voted 
in its lavor.

affairs In this country may well astonish observers 
ou your ulde the Atlantic who have justly imagined 
that the Important events of 1888 would result lu 
union and that a real, creat ana powerful Stata 
would supersede that ide.al Germany which so often 
has beea designated "a bare geographical term." 


Without intending to review all the causes which 


prevented this realization, we need only point, as we 
have done many a lime, to Prussia and its shortcom- 
inss. This most lormiaable German State could 
have readily attracted all the others mto one grand 
ledoraiiou, it it had but divested Itself or the narrow 
policy of conquest and vain glorious despotic*! govern- 
ment. It may be thought that this is paying loo much 
and that Prussia ought not to be blumed for elements 
o! disunion, to overpower which she neither wishes 
nor possesses sutllc!eut strength. Bat we must 
reply tuat the existing discord, at least the major por- 
tion of it Is cue to the bad example given by Prussia 
la the management of her internal airairs and those 
or the Northern Confederation, not calculated indeed 
to whet the appetite for union in other States the 
people of which are just as intelligent, bear less bur- 
dens and enjoy more Uberiy than the Prussians. 
I cannot do better tuau give the verbatim conients 
of a letter, seat only lour days ago by one of the 
liberal members of toe House, Deputy FredericK 
Harkort, to his constituents'in the Rhenish prov- 
inces. Tho terse and sometimes ijuamt expres- 
sions are the veteran Deputy's own. He was born 
in 1793, has lought in the wars against France, is a 
merchant aul manufacturer and since 1848 a mem- 
ber of the Diet, enjoying universal reputation for his 
honesty and fortitude. He says:— 


"No additions taxes" has beea my maxim and I 
have been much aoused ou accouut ol it. To-day 
the deiicit and tne increase of the taxes by twenty- 
flve pel cent have vanished. Herr von der Ueyut 
was ho sorcerer. His successor seems to have found 
the store of wisdom. He uoss Hot pay off the na- 
tional debt, but seils the property of the Stato to 
make boih ends meet. Tuat may be the Unancial 
e,je of Christopher Columbus, though beyond a 
p:ain farmer's comprehension. Indeea the delicti 
m the treasury has only been adjourned to reappear 
m Ib71, when those extraordinary sources will have 
ceased to flow. Which is me worm tnai so pitilessly 
gnaws the vitals of tbe unparaaoued Prussian finan- 
ces ? In the returns of commercial chambers, in 
the streets and alleys we are told it. is "armed 
peace." Your politicians only ignore it or have not 
ti,e pluck t'j say, "Let us strike oif ten millions from 
tins military vtal and our dllllculty is at an end." 
This would be political heresy in the eyps of the na- 
tiunal liberals who oeq.ueathed us that boon in the 
lirst Reichstag. Let us tarn our eyes from the Prus- 
sian Diit aad~pray in 1871, "Holy Iieicnstaf, have 
pity on us 1" in the year 1S51 the military etat was 
520,000,003, in 1S69 it has risen to $70,000,000. That 
we are overburdened is evident from the falling off 
ot the federal taxes, the octroi duties and the 
diminution of pronts of the roval bank. 
The 
brlgnt aurora of mat golden time promised us in 
180G has not yet risen at Varxln. Let us plead 
guilty; we are now sober. The Diet is hard at work 
mending the government bill of d.stnct administra- 
tion. Forlorn trouble- Reasonable people do not 
build a house without good foundation; such is a 
liberal district rule. If we do not imitate the exam- 
ple given by Saxony of embodying the privileged 
estates into communities, the latter will remain 
hermaphrodites aud Darren io the purposes of the 
State, me drait elaborated by the Minister of the 
Interior, Count-von Eulenburg, Is like the Trojan 
hurse; once drawn into the districts, we shall see 
the noole knights in armor (the owners or said 
estates) jumping out of it victoriously. 
Your 
amendments of the bill will be answered, by the 
upper chamber wish "Son possumus!" The most ill- 
used word in Prussia is "self-government." A prac- 
tical meaning is attached to "Hight gives right." 
Wnat we need Is better public instruction, not of the 
system tt la aiuhler—dissemination of political aud 
social knowledge among the masses that the people 
may select proper leaders anil drop feudal, clerical 
and Lusalie demagogues. Though tne workmgmsiu 
may pay his taxes ne has to render, like the million- 
naire, military auty. and ought therefore to be en- 
titled to speak through ths representative in matters 
concerning life and civil existence. It is a sad ouiea 
that ihe puolic scnool ein£ cannot afford $Gi),OOOfor 
pensions to tjacuers' widows, while .$f>i,ouO are paid 
by the State as premiums ror breeding race horses. 
Tho teachers are foolish In voting, by order of 
their superiors, against the liberals, and ought not 
to be astonished at Uie result. "Help yourself" is 
an axiom not taught in any or our seminaries aud 
lyceums. Tlie wanton removal of the militarv mon- 
ument at (Jelle was a regular coup ci'etat—the ques- 
tion stood—sword contra judicial authority, Tne 
Prussian motto is:—"tiLiutnyuiaiie," out whenever 
the two colored clotti (soldier's uniform) is con- 
cerned we are bound to come out at the small end 
or the horn. 


This is the account rendered by an esteemed rep- 


resentative—an old man or sevcnry-six years, but yet 
in tne full vigor of mind—to his constituents, who 
revere him and hia veracity. IT the people or Baden, 
Wurtemburg and Bavaria read such accounts of 
Prussian regime who will blame them for taking 
matters Into consideration and standing aloof. 
Coirespondents of the TIKHA.LII stationed in other 
parts ot viua uimunenc may nave Iroqueut occasion 
lo speak with eulogy or the government, institutions 
aud progress or me country they report upon, but as 
tne writer considers himsalf bound to toll your read- 
ers me truth, and uoinmg but the truth, it is uot Ins 
laull i! such occasions here are few and far between. 
Even the little icood news contained in our last, re- 
spectiug an amentia Uoivirablu in tbe despotic case 
at Celle, Hanover, turns out to have been a hoar, 
though flrdt published m a semi-ofliclal journal. The 
guilty officers have uot been recalled,'anu nothing 
has been done us yet to redress the palpable wrong. 
The debates in the Diet have been without any 
general interest for the last row days. Saturday was 
devoted to the discussion of the atats of the Judicial 
and Commercial departments, which were agreed to 
though not without criticism by the liberals, WDO 
jusiiy blamed the excessive stamp tax ana rees for 
litigation, owing to winch tne Department of Justice 
yields quite a surplus to the treasury. On the other 
hand complaints were made about the parsimony in 
the Department or commerce, resulting in neglect 
01 necessary harbor, canal and nignway improve- 
ments. Our old friend, Deputy Jiarkort, told the 
Aunlster that certain wishes expressed for a number 
or years bv the House respecting canal improve- 
ments Had never been compiled vrith, and was 
answered by Herr von Itzeiiplltz that he had the 
I uilest confidence in the correctness of his remarks;

Deputy Uarkort then told tne Minister tnat it 
would cost inucliilessthau $31,000,000 to connect the 
Khlne with the Baltic. 


All this, however, amounts to nothing, as, ot 
course, all available funds are swallowed up by the 
Minister of War. As IT for the purpose of bringing 
memoers back to their senses again, the new Alin- 
isier or finance rose to remind them, that, so far us 
tueir wishes aad any bearing upon his uepartnieat, 
he knew not tae horn or Amaithsea, and tnat pre- 
vious to reducing the revenue m the Judiciary or 
any other department they would have to open iiiia 
nen- sources of receipts.

opposed the pretentious of the Catholic clergy and 
the chief of the Koike, Eon. Dr. Libelt, has pub- 
lished it its columns u series of articles which the 
opposing party declare lo be of a revolutionary 
character, calculated to rouse persecution and op- 
pression on the part of the Prussian government. As 
Dr. Liuclt hits just beeu re-elected president of the 
liolko, he was called upon by delegates or the oppo- 
sition, among whom were two members or the 
Upper House, to resign tins, position, which he de- 
clined to do as the representative of the majority. 
The delegation then declared that they would no 
louger submit to a majority, would lorm a distlubt 
Polish Catholic party and establish their own organ, 
as, m their opinion, modern liberalism would divide 
polish sentiment and destroy all hope of ever restor- 
Inir their nationality.

That Slate is Bavaria, 
and its Augean stable is proposed to be cleansed by 
me rouowiua measures:—First, general franchise and 
direct secret ballot; second, revision ot constitution, 
establisnment of principles of aeir-government and 
seir-admmistratioii; third, complete separation of 
Ciiurch and State; iour;li. abolition of standing 
army; flrm. or privilege or birth, rank or estate; 
sixth, or surveillance of meetings and clubs; seventh, 
entire freedom of the press; eighth, responsibility of 
government officers; ninth, uniform, civil code, aoro- 
gatioo of lawyers' monopoly; tentb, improvement of 
the situation of loboring classes; eleventh, just dis- 
tribution of taxes, no indirect duties, progressive 
income tax; tweilth, gratuitous instruction in the 
pualic schools; thirteenth, liberty to establish labor 
und trades unions, rule of working hours and sani- 
tary laws for the protection of the working class. 
The Bavarian rolkspartei, or people's party, de- 
clare their intention to give their votes to such re- 
presentatives only wiio will subscribe to this plat- 
form.

Liberal in hid 
religion, as m his political views, he ardently en- 
deavors to reconcile liberalism with Catholicism. He 
rejects the assertion that the tenets or bis Cnuroh 
are incompatible with tne progress of civilization, 
aud endeavors to show that they contain all the ele- 
ments ol progress. Father Hyacmihe would hardly 
have held a conspicuous position in that epoch 
which is known to history as me "Restoration of 
Catholicism." But although inferior to tue great 
minds that checked tlie murcn ol Protestantism aud 
recovered much ground tnat tne Catholic (Jhurcn 
had lost, he 13 none the less to-dav one or me 
central flxures in the galaxy of catholic liberals 
•upon whom a vast deal aepends. It would be a 
great, pity lor such a man as Father Hyaclutue to be 
driven iroai the bosom of the Catholic Cuurch. 
Beyond its pale he could effect no good, for it is 
duubtlul IT any considerable body or Catholics would 
follow nun; but within it a -wide Held opens before 
him, earnest labor in which would link lus name iin- 
pcrishably to all that is pure and huly. 
THE LIFE OF CHKISTOFHER CoLtriinus. Compiled 


from the French of Bosclly de Loreues. By J. j. 
Barry, M. D* New York: Tue American Xews 
Company. 
TVe have been most agreeably disappointed with 


this history of the life of Columbus, it is a well 
written narrative from a Catholic standpoint, though 
not at all offensive iu iis sectarianism, the sole pur- 
posa or tho author iu this being 
to defend

the 
attacks ef 
German Pro- 


testant writers. Ko work throwing the faintest light 
upon the career of the great discoverer seems to 
have been overlooked by M. de Lorgues, aad D r. 
Birry has displayed good judgment and no llttio 
literary skill In bis compilation from tue French- 
He has also succeeded iu retaining the animated 
style in which bhe original is written, thus adding to 
ma value of the book as a source ol eutertamuieni. 
Although we Have in Irvmg's "History or Hie Life 
and Voyages of Christopher Columbus" one of the 
bust of biographies, to which reierenca is here re- 
peatedly made, we commend this volume as con- 
taining all the elements or interest and instruction. 
In luluesa or details n has a certain advantage over 
all other histories or the'discoverer's career that we 
have read. The introduction is especially notewor- 
thy ror the ingenious and plausible manner in which 
it asserts the claims or the Catholic cfiurch to ihe 
honor of being Joremosi in the wuik of aiding m 
the discovery ol the New World, 
it also shows, cu- 


riously enough, that -while I-rotesiant writers wera 
vehemently assailing the fame of Columbus, "succes- 
sively three Popes haa honored with their conuence 
this herald or tiie cross," while "the sacred college 
remained faithlid to this noble sympathy." M. ae 
Lorgues notes as a singular fact that he 13 the nrsc 
Europcau who has written a complete history of tlie 
liie of Columbus. While, on the whole, praising 
Irvmg's biography ana attaching no little value to it, 
as wen as to what Humbold says of Columbus m his 
"Critical Examination of the History and Geography 
or the Kew Continent," he holds that, being Protest- 
ants, they have instinctively written rrom a preju- 
diced standpoint aud "have deceived themselves aud 
deceived us." We cannot agree wittt this assertion, 
but we readily credit M. de Lorguss with earnestness 
or purpose. At any rate, those interested in the sub- 
ject will do well to read the book, which possesses 
merits peculiarly its own and those ol a very nigh 
order. 
A BBIEP SKETCH OP THE EAKLY HISTORY OP THE 


CATHOLIC CatrECu ON THE ISLAND OF NEW TORK-. 
By the Rev. J. It. Bayley. New York: The Catho- 
lic Publication society. 
We have here a most interesting work, and one of 


value for its intimais connection with the progress 
and development of Hew York, j/ataer Jogues, a 
Jesuit, was the first Catholic priest who came to 
Manhattan Island, alter hia escape from the lfog.uols 
Indians, by whom Be was captured in 1612. He was 
•well treated by the Dutch authorities ana aided in 
returning to France. This unfortunate priest ivas 
subsequently murdered by the savaues, Whose con- 
version to Christianity he attempted. There is no 
record, however, of any Catholic priest residing on 
the island until in the time of Governor Dougan, the 
flrst and solar the only Oathollc Governor of New 
York. In this year the Jesuit records show me arri- 
val of Father Thomas Harvey, and thenceforward, la 
spite or some fanatical persecution, Catholicism 
steadily progressed. It was not, however, until tho 
revolution tor national independence that me lirst 
churcn was founded in the city ofXew York by Father 
Farmer. The first constitution of this State practi- 
cally excluded Catholics from citizenship, the famous 
John Jay moving the clause which required them 
"to abjure and renounce all allegiance and suiflec- 
uon to all and every foreign ting, priest, potentate 
and State, in all matters ecclesiastical and civil." 
Moms, Livingston and others opposed this amend- 
ment without avail, and It remained in force uutil 
the United States constitution rendered it inopera- 
tive. Since the recognition of our independence tne 
progress of Catholicism on Manhattan Lilund has 
beeu remarkably successmi. We have not space, 
however, to revieflr Its history at length. The volume 
before us does this In a very interesting manner, aud 
io it tre reftr tue reader for lufocwauon.

Bonaparte Taking It Easy. 


PARIS, Monday. Sov. 22—llidalglit. 


The Emperor, the Prince Imperial aad suite ar- 


rived from Cotcpiegne yesterday morning, at a 
quarter beiore twelve o'clock. Four carriages con- 
veyed the imperial party, without escort, Irom the 
railway station, to the Tuilcries, where the Ministers, 
the Prefect of tne Seine and the dignitaries or the 
court had assembled. The Emperor received the re- 
port from tlie JUinisteror tne Interior, on the inci- 
dents connected with the private meetings last Sat- 
urday, and with respect to the general physiognomy 
or tae capital since the opening of the ballot yes- 
terday morning in the four conscriptions. Tnere 
is ono quality possessed by Napoleon ill. which 
all must admire. His pluck is undoubted. During 
the disturbances last June lie drove along the boule- 
vard m the evening in a coupe without escort. He 
aud tlie Empress, on the afternoon of the lollow- 
ing day, proceeJeJ in an open carriage to the Boule- 
vard du Prince Euge.ie, where there was a crowd of 
work people: The carnage was brought to a stand- 
still, and a Iree and easy conversation ensued 
between imperial velvet ana wonting blouses, which 
enued -with, cliecrs lor tne Emperor aud Empress. 
In the evening there was a total cessation of distur- 
bance, and we heard no mure of the disgraceful 
scenes which had nightly rendered the boulevards 
impassable and dis-gracjd the capitaL 


But three days since I was informed by a professor

Now of course 
his .Majesty is aware ol the in leeiing which has ex- 
isted ;u certain quarters of tho bioud and thunder 
school, and he has taken every precaution for the 
suppression of au outbreak, but the goud sense or 
the people will prevail and the Emperor win con- 
tinue to direct the destinies of France until called to 
another wond to reader'an account ot His steward- 
ship. Napoleon 111. has a rare merit, one wnich can 
be claimed for no otiier French monarch, since 
tho year 1769. He yields to puolic opinion; but it is 
feared that he has yielued on tne present occasion 
tuo late. Taat he gives way step by step instead or 
making a comolete relorm. For iny own part, I am 
of me opinion that sweeping changes will ne inau- 
gurated. My opinion is basea ou private,and reliable 
information, if the imperor by indecision or hesi- 
tation allo A- grievances to accumulate he certainly 
gams by the famts or his adversaries. 
• With regard to the state 01 Pans on this the 22d of 
November, 18t>9, the day o! me elections, and on 
which it was prophesied an outbreak wuuid occur, 
tranquillity has reigued supreme, it was not until 
me extra editions or the eveuiag papers were pub- 
lished that me resuit of tue voting was publicly 
known. 
The bou.evards, at an cany nour in tue 
evening, were crowded with persons m anxious .ex- 
pectation of tne arrival of the journals, who remain- 
ed patiently in tne ram, witn tneirieei in the mud, 
near to the Kiosques. discussmg the chances or this 
candidate and the merits or ihe other, aud when at 
ast tlie result was known that tne opposition m 
Pans at least had gained tlie day all enthusiasm 
evaporated, and people wondered that they had 
for a moment taken auy interest m me return ot 
Kocuelort. Why he has been returued Providence 
aiune can tell; lor ail aumit that as a representative 
of a popular cause ne is totally unsuiteJ.

when was passed the resolution against the pro- 
posea premium loan, as also the bill ror tne uniform 
legalization of becoming or age at the period of 
twenty-one veara.

The much spoken of Instruction bill of Herr ron 


Muhler has had a similar fate in the lower cham- 
ber, winch refused to discuss it m ths plenum, and 
referred it to a select committee of thirty-five, who 
will not report upon it during this session. The 
Minister of Instruction would do much better to 
devote hts attention to the lining np or the numer- 
ous vacancies for teacher*, and supplying the de- 
mand for new: appointments in tne old and new 
provinces- The returns go to show that the places 
of 695 principal teachers have been left vacant, and 
an equal number or assistants are required at the 
present moment, while apart from these as many 
as 1.242 new appoiatinems have become necessary. 
It is not suprismg that in view of tne meagre in- 
ducements held out to pedagogues 1& Prussia very 
few come forward to volunteer their services. 
You have already beeu informed that Professor 
Virchow's motion for a partial reduction of arma- 
ment has been rejected, it is refreshing to see it 
approved by the Saxon Chamber, and still more so 
to notice ultra conservatives and men in high omce, 
sucn as Deputy von Emsledel and Deputy V. Kon- 
nerltz, of Dresden, the latter being son-ia-Iaw to 
the Austria Premier. Count Beust, as having voted 
in its lavor. Army reduction being the great ques- 
tion of the day, it la necessary to present a record 
ol every voice gained over.to the cause. 
According to an oltriiinontanue journal proceed-

affairs In this country may well astonish observers 
ou your ulde the Atlantic who have justly imagined 
that the Important events of 1888 would result lu 
union and that a real, creat ana powerful Stata 
would supersede that ide.al Germany which so often 
has beea designated "a bare geographical term." 


Without intending to review all the causes which 


prevented this realization, we need only point, as we 
have done many a lime, to Prussia and its shortcom- 
inss. This most lormiaable German State could 
have readily attracted all the others mto one grand 
ledoraiiou, it it had but divested Itself or the narrow 
policy of conquest and vain glorious despotic*! govern- 
ment. It may be thought that this is paying loo much 
and that Prussia ought not to be blumed for elements 
o! disunion, to overpower which she neither wishes 
nor possesses sutllc!eut strength. Bat we must 
reply tuat the existing discord, at least the major por- 
tion of it Is cue to the bad example given by Prussia 
la the management of her internal airairs and those 
or the Northern Confederation, not calculated indeed 
to whet the appetite for union in other States the 
people of which are just as intelligent, bear less bur- 
dens and enjoy more Uberiy than the Prussians. 
I cannot do better tuau give the verbatim conients 
of a letter, seat only lour days ago by one of the 
liberal members of toe House, Deputy FredericK 
Harkort, to his constituents'in the Rhenish prov- 
inces. Tho terse and sometimes ijuamt expres- 
sions are the veteran Deputy's own. He was born 
in 1793, has lought in the wars against France, is a 
merchant aul manufacturer and since 1848 a mem- 
ber of the Diet, enjoying universal reputation for his 
honesty and fortitude. He says:— 


"No additions taxes" has beea my maxim and I 
have been much aoused ou accouut ol it. To-day 
the deiicit and tne increase of the taxes by twenty- 
flve pel cent have vanished. Herr von der Ueyut 
was ho sorcerer. His successor seems to have found 
the store of wisdom. He uoss Hot pay off the na- 
tional debt, but seils the property of the Stato to 
make boih ends meet. Tuat may be the Unancial 
e,je of Christopher Columbus, though beyond a 
p:ain farmer's comprehension. Indeea the delicti 
m the treasury has only been adjourned to reappear 
m Ib71, when those extraordinary sources will have 
ceased to flow. Which is me worm tnai so pitilessly 
gnaws the vitals of tbe unparaaoued Prussian finan- 
ces ? In the returns of commercial chambers, in 
the streets and alleys we are told it. is "armed 
peace." Your politicians only ignore it or have not 
ti,e pluck t'j say, "Let us strike oif ten millions from 
tins military vtal and our dllllculty is at an end." 
This would be political heresy in the eyps of the na- 
tiunal liberals who oeq.ueathed us that boon in the 
lirst Reichstag. Let us tarn our eyes from the Prus- 
sian Diit aad~pray in 1871, "Holy Iieicnstaf, have 
pity on us 1" in the year 1S51 the military etat was 
520,000,003, in 1S69 it has risen to $70,000,000. That 
we are overburdened is evident from the falling off 
ot the federal taxes, the octroi duties and the 
diminution of pronts of the roval bank. 
The 
brlgnt aurora of mat golden time promised us in 
180G has not yet risen at Varxln. Let us plead 
guilty; we are now sober. The Diet is hard at work 
mending the government bill of d.stnct administra- 
tion. Forlorn trouble- Reasonable people do not 
build a house without good foundation; such is a 
liberal district rule. If we do not imitate the exam- 
ple given by Saxony of embodying the privileged 
estates into communities, the latter will remain 
hermaphrodites aud Darren io the purposes of the 
State, me drait elaborated by the Minister of the 
Interior, Count-von Eulenburg, Is like the Trojan 
hurse; once drawn into the districts, we shall see 
the noole knights in armor (the owners or said 
estates) jumping out of it victoriously. 
Your 
amendments of the bill will be answered, by the 
upper chamber wish "Son possumus!" The most ill- 
used word in Prussia is "self-government." A prac- 
tical meaning is attached to "Hight gives right." 
Wnat we need Is better public instruction, not of the 
system tt la aiuhler—dissemination of political aud 
social knowledge among the masses that the people 
may select proper leaders anil drop feudal, clerical 
and Lusalie demagogues. Though tne workmgmsiu 
may pay his taxes ne has to render, like the million- 
naire, military auty. and ought therefore to be en- 
titled to speak through ths representative in matters 
concerning life and civil existence. It is a sad ouiea 
that ihe puolic scnool ein£ cannot afford $Gi),OOOfor 
pensions to tjacuers' widows, while .$f>i,ouO are paid 
by the State as premiums ror breeding race horses. 
Tho teachers are foolish In voting, by order of 
their superiors, against the liberals, and ought not 
to be astonished at Uie result. "Help yourself" is 
an axiom not taught in any or our seminaries aud 
lyceums. Tlie wanton removal of the militarv mon- 
ument at (Jelle was a regular coup ci'etat—the ques- 
tion stood—sword contra judicial authority, Tne 
Prussian motto is:—"tiLiutnyuiaiie," out whenever 
the two colored clotti (soldier's uniform) is con- 
cerned we are bound to come out at the small end 
or the horn. 


This is the account rendered by an esteemed rep- 


resentative—an old man or sevcnry-six years, but yet 
in tne full vigor of mind—to his constituents, who 
revere him and hia veracity. IT the people or Baden, 
Wurtemburg and Bavaria read such accounts of 
Prussian regime who will blame them for taking 
matters Into consideration and standing aloof. 
Coirespondents of the TIKHA.LII stationed in other 
parts ot viua uimunenc may nave Iroqueut occasion 
lo speak with eulogy or the government, institutions 
aud progress or me country they report upon, but as 
tne writer considers himsalf bound to toll your read- 
ers me truth, and uoinmg but the truth, it is uot Ins 
laull i! such occasions here are few and far between. 
Even the little icood news contained in our last, re- 
spectiug an amentia Uoivirablu in tbe despotic case 
at Celle, Hanover, turns out to have been a hoar, 
though flrdt published m a semi-ofliclal journal. The 
guilty officers have uot been recalled,'anu nothing 
has been done us yet to redress the palpable wrong. 
The debates in the Diet have been without any 
general interest for the last row days. Saturday was 
devoted to the discussion of the atats of the Judicial 
and Commercial departments, which were agreed to 
though not without criticism by the liberals, WDO 
jusiiy blamed the excessive stamp tax ana rees for 
litigation, owing to winch tne Department of Justice 
yields quite a surplus to the treasury. On the other 
hand complaints were made about the parsimony in 
the Department or commerce, resulting in neglect 
01 necessary harbor, canal and nignway improve- 
ments. Our old friend, Deputy Jiarkort, told the 
Aunlster that certain wishes expressed for a number 
or years bv the House respecting canal improve- 
ments Had never been compiled vrith, and was 
answered by Herr von Itzeiiplltz that he had the 
I uilest confidence in the correctness of his remarks; 
but here lie shrugged his shoulders. "Speaking of 
canals," continued the Minister, "we cannot tUIiis 
too much ol couneotinir the Baltic with the North 
Sea—au enterprise maturely considered and laid 
out, which costs only thirty-four millions. It you 
will allow the means vou will find the government 
ready to build it. rt is a work of tne greatest im- 
portance to Europe—yes, even to America. Vessels 
need not pass me Cattugat, and this citual would 
rank equal with tnat of Suez." 


Deputy Uarkort then told tne Minister tnat it 
would cost inucliilessthau $31,000,000 to connect the 
Khlne with the Baltic. 


All this, however, amounts to nothing, as, ot 
course, all available funds are swallowed up by the 
Minister of War. As IT for the purpose of bringing 
memoers back to their senses again, the new Alin- 
isier or finance rose to remind them, that, so far us 
tueir wishes aad any bearing upon his uepartnieat, 
he knew not tae horn or Amaithsea, and tnat pre- 
vious to reducing the revenue m the Judiciary or 
any other department they would have to open iiiia 
nen- sources of receipts.

was the acknowledged orjrau of the party, la its 
democratic and liberal tendency it has, of late, 
opposed the pretentious of the Catholic clergy and 
the chief of the Koike, Eon. Dr. Libelt, has pub- 
lished it its columns u series of articles which the 
opposing party declare lo be of a revolutionary 
character, calculated to rouse persecution and op- 
pression on the part of the Prussian government. As 
Dr. Liuclt hits just beeu re-elected president of the 
liolko, he was called upon by delegates or the oppo- 
sition, among whom were two members or the 
Upper House, to resign tins, position, which he de- 
clined to do as the representative of the majority. 
The delegation then declared that they would no 
louger submit to a majority, would lorm a distlubt 
Polish Catholic party and establish their own organ, 
as, m their opinion, modern liberalism would divide 
polish sentiment and destroy all hope of ever restor- 
Inir their nationality.

That Slate is Bavaria, 
and its Augean stable is proposed to be cleansed by 
me rouowiua measures:—First, general franchise and 
direct secret ballot; second, revision ot constitution, 
establisnment of principles of aeir-government and 
seir-admmistratioii; third, complete separation of 
Ciiurch and State; iour;li. abolition of standing 
army; flrm. or privilege or birth, rank or estate; 
sixth, or surveillance of meetings and clubs; seventh, 
entire freedom of the press; eighth, responsibility of 
government officers; ninth, uniform, civil code, aoro- 
gatioo of lawyers' monopoly; tentb, improvement of 
the situation of loboring classes; eleventh, just dis- 
tribution of taxes, no indirect duties, progressive 
income tax; tweilth, gratuitous instruction in the 
pualic schools; thirteenth, liberty to establish labor 
und trades unions, rule of working hours and sani- 
tary laws for the protection of the working class. 
The Bavarian rolkspartei, or people's party, de- 
clare their intention to give their votes to such re- 
presentatives only wiio will subscribe to this plat- 
form. 
Prom a source deserving much credit I have infor-

'Die Bund 
cnauce.ior is to be at liberty to mspeci or cause to 
be inspected ai any. time ail instruments and the 
working or aparatus generally of the North Ger-- 
man-aew York ime. Tue contract ul the Herman 
company with the Atlantic and iSewfoundlaud Com- 
pany has a political aud iliiaucial character, and me 
former especially cannot.be changed without me con- 
sent of me Bund Chancellor. 
W-AI ihe expiration of 
live years the German company may construct mei: 
owu transatlantic cable, aud it is expected there 
will be every necessity for this, as tue tratllc haa 
been constantly increasing, being now flveiold as' 
extensive as it has been two years ago. The head 
olllce of the company-being at this city we shall 
have every opportunity to keep" you dmy iuforme.1

FATHBK UTACINTHK. Translated by Kev. Leonard 
"Wooisey Bacon. 
With a Biographical Sketch.

It is to be regretted 
that more time and 


care were not devoted to the publication of 
these admirable discourses of the famous French 
preacher. 
The 
translations 
beur 
marks of 


haste, which Mr. Bacon recognizes by telling us 
in the preface that "the work has been driven, 
through at the utmost possible speed of the pen." 
They have, however, been honestly translated; noth- 
ing objectionable to Protestantism (and there is 
much In them to walca Protestants will decidedly 
object) has been omitted, every thought and senti- 
ment of tne priest being fattalully preserved. The 
tune of these discourses Is puro aud elevated; they 
breathe a broad aud liberal spirit of Catholicism, 
white adhermg more or less inflexibly to all the tenets 
oi the poacher's church. 
The great sentiment 
which seemed to animate Father Hyacinths Is me 
love of mankind ror God and, as a consequence, tue 
love of mau lor mankind His Christianity is brodd 
aud contemplative; it yields nothing tu heresy aud 
opens every avenue to a grand religious unliy. It 
reconciles religion to tue progress of civiiuation 
without divcsim? the Christian latin of a smgle par- 
ticle of 1W divinity or Of its infallibility. In his lec- 
ture on "Civil Society and Christianity" we have the 
most forcible argument on "tue Origin and Eud ol 
Civd Society in its relation to Domestic Soci.-iy" 
aud "the Mutual Itlghts or Domestic society aud of 
Civil Society in relation to the .Marriage Contract, to 
education aud to the sanctity of Wills." "Sove- 
reignty" 
is remarkable for its vigorous as- 
sault 
upon absolutism 
in 
civil 
society and 
its brilliant defence of 
the people 
as 
up- 
holders 
of 
their 
own 
sovereignty.. At 
tbe 


same time it assails tho despotism ol republics as 
being "as frequent aud more terrible than that of 
monarchies." "Heligion in the LUe of Nations" is 
probauly more deciaedly" Catholic, or lloinaa, m 
us views Jhau any other. It is also Ihe most vigor- 
ous, and we regret mat it is very much aurugod, as 
given here, although tiiat may nut be ihe fault of Kev. 
Mr. iiacou. 'ine lectures on "Ihe Higher Intercourse 
lictweeu Nations"' aud on "War" are admirable, 
tlie last uamed being particularly line. That ou 
"Civilization" possesses great uir.v.er. We have not 
read anytnmg more thoroughly pametic m its em- 
queuce thuu the "Sermon oa Hie Occasion of the

also very flue. The book ends with au appendix 
containing an article by the Rev. Edward ae Pres- 
seuce, tue well-known French Protcbiant clergyman, 
on "Men and Parties in the Catholic Church In 
France," which is affixed, we suppose, as a kind of 
untidote to the strictly Catholic teaching of 1'ere 
Hyacinthe. wiio. uotwlthstandmg me remarkable 
breadth and liberality of his views, ever preaches 
ilie infallibility of the Catholic religion and the iu- 
lavuijtuty or tut) <jamouc ctmrcn. 
To place Father Hyacluthe iu lift proper position, 
would be a difficult task. He does 1101 eipial Hossuet 
and Lacordaire m depth of thought, aud nis genius 
la inferior to that of Lammwiaui. 
But ne is 
earnest, eloquent uud Impassioned. Liberal in hid 
religion, as m his political views, he ardently en- 
deavors to reconcile liberalism with Catholicism. He 
rejects the assertion that the tenets or bis Cnuroh 
are incompatible with tne progress of civilization, 
aud endeavors to show that they contain all the ele- 
ments ol progress. Father Hyacmihe would hardly 
have held a conspicuous position in that epoch 
which is known to history as me "Restoration of 
Catholicism." But although inferior to tue great 
minds that checked tlie murcn ol Protestantism aud 
recovered much ground tnat tne Catholic (Jhurcn 
had lost, he 13 none the less to-dav one or me 
central flxures in the galaxy of catholic liberals 
•upon whom a vast deal aepends. It would be a 
great, pity lor such a man as Father Hyaclutue to be 
driven iroai the bosom of the Catholic Cuurch. 
Beyond its pale he could effect no good, for it is 
duubtlul IT any considerable body or Catholics would 
follow nun; but within it a -wide Held opens before 
him, earnest labor in which would link lus name iin- 
pcrishably to all that is pure and huly. 
THE LIFE OF CHKISTOFHER CoLtriinus. Compiled 


from the French of Bosclly de Loreues. By J. j. 
Barry, M. D* New York: Tue American Xews 
Company. 
TVe have been most agreeably disappointed with 


this history of the life of Columbus, it is a well 
written narrative from a Catholic standpoint, though 
not at all offensive iu iis sectarianism, the sole pur- 
posa or tho author iu this being 
to defend 


Columbus from 
the 
attacks ef 
German Pro- 


testant writers. Ko work throwing the faintest light 
upon the career of the great discoverer seems to 
have been overlooked by M. de Lorgues, aad D r. 
Birry has displayed good judgment and no llttio 
literary skill In bis compilation from tue French- 
He has also succeeded iu retaining the animated 
style in which bhe original is written, thus adding to 
ma value of the book as a source ol eutertamuieni. 
Although we Have in Irvmg's "History or Hie Life 
and Voyages of Christopher Columbus" one of the 
bust of biographies, to which reierenca is here re- 
peatedly made, we commend this volume as con- 
taining all the elements or interest and instruction. 
In luluesa or details n has a certain advantage over 
all other histories or the'discoverer's career that we 
have read. The introduction is especially notewor- 
thy ror the ingenious and plausible manner in which 
it asserts the claims or the Catholic cfiurch to ihe 
honor of being Joremosi in the wuik of aiding m 
the discovery ol the New World, 
it also shows, cu- 


riously enough, that -while I-rotesiant writers wera 
vehemently assailing the fame of Columbus, "succes- 
sively three Popes haa honored with their conuence 
this herald or tiie cross," while "the sacred college 
remained faithlid to this noble sympathy." M. ae 
Lorgues notes as a singular fact that he 13 the nrsc 
Europcau who has written a complete history of tlie 
liie of Columbus. While, on the whole, praising 
Irvmg's biography ana attaching no little value to it, 
as wen as to what Humbold says of Columbus m his 
"Critical Examination of the History and Geography 
or the Kew Continent," he holds that, being Protest- 
ants, they have instinctively written rrom a preju- 
diced standpoint aud "have deceived themselves aud 
deceived us." We cannot agree wittt this assertion, 
but we readily credit M. de Lorguss with earnestness 
or purpose. At any rate, those interested in the sub- 
ject will do well to read the book, which possesses 
merits peculiarly its own and those ol a very nigh 
order. 
A BBIEP SKETCH OP THE EAKLY HISTORY OP THE 


CATHOLIC CatrECu ON THE ISLAND OF NEW TORK-. 
By the Rev. J. It. Bayley. New York: The Catho- 
lic Publication society. 
We have here a most interesting work, and one of 


value for its intimais connection with the progress 
and development of Hew York, j/ataer Jogues, a 
Jesuit, was the first Catholic priest who came to 
Manhattan Island, alter hia escape from the lfog.uols 
Indians, by whom Be was captured in 1612. He was 
•well treated by the Dutch authorities ana aided in 
returning to France. This unfortunate priest ivas 
subsequently murdered by the savaues, Whose con- 
version to Christianity he attempted. There is no 
record, however, of any Catholic priest residing on 
the island until in the time of Governor Dougan, the 
flrst and solar the only Oathollc Governor of New 
York. In this year the Jesuit records show me arri- 
val of Father Thomas Harvey, and thenceforward, la 
spite or some fanatical persecution, Catholicism 
steadily progressed. It was not, however, until tho 
revolution tor national independence that me lirst 
churcn was founded in the city ofXew York by Father 
Farmer. The first constitution of this State practi- 
cally excluded Catholics from citizenship, the famous 
John Jay moving the clause which required them 
"to abjure and renounce all allegiance and suiflec- 
uon to all and every foreign ting, priest, potentate 
and State, in all matters ecclesiastical and civil." 
Moms, Livingston and others opposed this amend- 
ment without avail, and It remained in force uutil 
the United States constitution rendered it inopera- 
tive. Since the recognition of our independence tne 
progress of Catholicism on Manhattan Lilund has 
beeu remarkably successmi. We have not space, 
however, to revieflr Its history at length. The volume 
before us does this In a very interesting manner, aud 
io it tre reftr tue reader for lufocwauon.

GENTLEJIEN' OF TUB GKAND Juitv:— 
In discharge of a public duty 1 invite yonr atten- 
tion to various statutory enactments for the punish- 
ment and suppression ol crime. 'The acts relerred 
to are now briefly enumerated, and are as follows:— 
With reference to tue violation of the laws against 
the unlawful selling of tickets In lotteries; to inquire 
into any violation of the provisions of the act-upon 
Interest of money, with relerence to usury; to 
inquire into all offences'commuted in violation of 
the provisions of the act to suppress intemperance 
and to restnlate the sale of intoxicating liquors; also 
to the provisions of the acts to prevent frauds upon 
steamboats, steamships and other vessels; obscene 
literature, ic. 
i need not state the particular provisions of these 
several statutes as they will be referred to by the 
District Attoruey. should the occasioa require. An 
election has just ended, if any dellnlte charges of 
oilenccs against the election laws shall DC presented 
for your consideration, probe them thoroughly. 
\acue and partisan accusations, unsupported by di- 
rect evidence, are unworthy your notice. They are 
parts of political history from the time of Sir Robert 
waipole dowu. It is vitally important to the perpe. 
tuity of our free Institutions that the purity ot the 
elective franchise snould never be sullied, and, being 
violated, that prompt ana condign punishment 
snould follow, borne public attention has been re- 
cently and deservedly attracted to the question 
of

Some additional facts or an interesting character 


in regard to the death of Francis Meyers, who shot 
himself at the corner of Grand and Pitt streets oa 
Tuesday night, were jeaterday obtained from tho 
relatives of deceased. About six years ago Meyers 
married Miss Brown, an estimable young iady, 
whose mother lives at No. 42 Pitt street, and soon 
afterwards they went to Canada to reside. He sub- 
sequently abandoned his wife, leaving her among 
strangers and in a destitute condition. Mrs. Meyers 
managed to gam means su.Tlcient to enable- her 
to reiurn to her mother, which she did at the earliest 
possible moment. Since that time she has remained 
with her relatives in the city, and has seen her hus- 
band at irregular intervals, who. however, con- 
tributed little or nothing towards the support of his 
wife and little daughter, who is nearly five years 
old. Aleyers was a sailor, and occasionally took a 
crnisa oa the Western lakes, from Buffalo to Chi- 
cago. 
Recently, however, ho has manifested a 
warmer Interest tor nis family than at any other 
time since his marriage: and on Monday evening 
last Meyer called to sea his wife, and during an in- 
terview that- followed

terms, with any other men. 
He then exhibited

few blocks Brown bid Meyers good night aud started 
for home. He had only proceeded a few steps when, 
hearing the report of a pistol, he turned round and 
saw Meyers lyma dead on the corner of Pitt and 
Grand streets, he having shot himself In the right 
temple. 
This was the nrst intimation that Mr. 
Drown had that deceased had a pistol m his pos- 
session. 


Doubtless jealonsy and the refusal of his wife to 
live wita him agalu prompted the deceased to take 
ins life. Meyers was about thirty-one years of age 
aad a native of Germany.

With reference to tue violation of the laws against 
the unlawful selling of tickets In lotteries; to inquire 
into any violation of the provisions of the act-upon 
Interest of money, with relerence to usury; to 
inquire into all offences'commuted in violation of 
the provisions of the act to suppress intemperance 
and to restnlate the sale of intoxicating liquors; also 
to the provisions of the acts to prevent frauds upon 
steamboats, steamships and other vessels; obscene 
literature, ic. 
i need not state the particular provisions of these 
several statutes as they will be referred to by the 
District Attoruey. should the occasioa require. An 
election has just ended, if any dellnlte charges of 
oilenccs against the election laws shall DC presented 
for your consideration, probe them thoroughly. 
\acue and partisan accusations, unsupported by di- 
rect evidence, are unworthy your notice. They are 
parts of political history from the time of Sir Robert 
waipole dowu. It is vitally important to the perpe. 
tuity of our free Institutions that the purity ot the 
elective franchise snould never be sullied, and, being 
violated, that prompt ana condign punishment 
snould follow, borne public attention has been re-

Some additional facts or an interesting character 


in regard to the death of Francis Meyers, who shot 
himself at the corner of Grand and Pitt streets oa 
Tuesday night, were jeaterday obtained from tho 
relatives of deceased. About six years ago Meyers 
married Miss Brown, an estimable young iady, 
whose mother lives at No. 42 Pitt street, and soon 
afterwards they went to Canada to reside. He sub- 
sequently abandoned his wife, leaving her among 
strangers and in a destitute condition. Mrs. Meyers 
managed to gam means su.Tlcient to enable- her 
to reiurn to her mother, which she did at the earliest 
possible moment. Since that time she has remained 
with her relatives in the city, and has seen her hus- 
band at irregular intervals, who. however, con- 
tributed little or nothing towards the support of his 
wife and little daughter, who is nearly five years 
old. Aleyers was a sailor, and occasionally took a 
crnisa oa the Western lakes, from Buffalo to Chi- 
cago. 
Recently, however, ho has manifested a 
warmer Interest tor nis family than at any other 
time since his marriage: and on Monday evening 
last Meyer called to sea his wife, and during an in- 
terview that- followed

kill her it she was even on 
friendly 
terms, with any other men. 
He then exhibited 
a pistol and the family, fearing th.it he might harm 
cnnseif or others, managed to get it Srorn him- 
Aleyers said he had comiortable apartments la Buf- 
falo and asKed his wife to go tuere and live with 
him, which (under tear) she consented to do. 
With 
this understanding he left the house, promising to 
return again the following morning. His wife, hav- 
mg no intention of going to Buffalo and not wishing 
to aeo her husbann again, went to visit her brother- 
in-law, Mr. Edward A. Lloyd, living at Ko. 505 
Grand street. Meyers called at the house of Mr. 
Brown, but failing to see his wife, asked lor

lore, which some

gave him, without even wondering what the consu- 
quences might be. Placing the weapon in his poekec 
Meyers extended an invitation to William J. Brown, 
hia brother-in-law, living at 266 Division streer, to 
takeawalK, which was accepted.

few blocks Brown bid Meyers good night aud started 
for home. He had only proceeded a few steps when, 
hearing the report of a pistol, he turned round and 
saw Meyers lyma dead on the corner of Pitt and 
Grand streets, he having shot himself In the right 
temple. 
This was the nrst intimation that Mr. 
Drown had that deceased had a pistol m his pos- 
session. 


Doubtless jealonsy and the refusal of his wife to 
live wita him agalu prompted the deceased to take 
ins life.

Mr. Sumner lias introduced into llie Senate 


the following ttill to amend the Banking act 
and to promote the return to specie payments:— 


Be it enacted, ic.. That so mnctt of the Banking 


act as limits the issue of bills to jsoo.oou.uuo is tiere- 
by rcpealeJ, and existing banKs may oe enlarged 
ami IKW banks may ue organized at the discretion 
ol tne Secretary 01 the Treasury. But no more bills 
than are now aurhonzed by tae Banking act shall 
herea.tur no issued, unless the Secretary or the 
Treasury, at the time ot their issue, can and does 
cancel and destroy a like amount of legal tenders- 
and the increase of banli bibs hereby authorized 
shall not exceed $50.000,000 per ye.ir, which amount 
snail be HO distributed by the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury us to equalize, as .near as possible, the bankwir 
interesis of tne different states. 


Aad the following are the reasons -which 


this specie payment financier presents in sup- 
port of this remarkable scheme;—

Second—It will tend to satisiy those parts or the

Now, here we think we have an exemplifi- 


cation of the wisdom of that favorite aphorism 
of Hon. Zadock Pratt, the tanner, that "there 
is nothing like leather," and likewise of the 
soundness of that ancient maxim, "Let the 
shoemaker stick to hia last." Finance is not 
the vocation of Mr. Sumner. It is one of the 
exact sciences for which the peculiar cast and 
drift of his miad are not adapted. His voca- 
tion is that of the moral philosopher, the poet, 
the historian, and the lawyer, on broad and 
general principles, such as those involved, for 
example, in the Alabama claims. 
On that 


subject his great speech in the Senate has 
placed before the world his abundant resources 
of learning, eloquence and logic in bold and 
beautiful relief. 
The broad facts and general 


principles presented in that famous speech, 
and the logical conclusions therefrom, were 
snch as to astonish and confound the states- 
men of Great Britain, and to 


. Fright the isle from its propriety. 


So convincing, too, as the true American 
exposition of these Alabama claims is this 
great argument of Mr. Samner, that we find it 
adopted in the first regular message of Presi- 
dent Graiit to Congress in the exposition of 
his practical American views oa the subject. 
Here we find two minds, as widely different ia 
their elements and processes of thought as the 
minds of John C. Calhoun and Andrew Jack- 
eon, meeting by different roads at the same 
terminus. It is because upon this subject "all 
roads lead to Rome." 


But npon the why and the wherefore of his 


views on finance we find the close and practical 
reasoning of the soldier far more reliable than 
the poet's fancies. General Grant proposes to 
bring about a return to specie payments by 
increasing the returns to the Treasury from 
the taxes collected and taxes authorized, by 
reducing expenditures, by using the reve- 
nue above current expenses in the reduction 
of the national debt and by funding the debt 
at four and a half per cent interest as rap- 
idly as his means will permit. AU these 


General Grant further advocates a gradual 
restoration to specie payments, and contends 
that a hothouse system of forcing would spoil 
the fruit in the ripening. 
But from first to last 


tbo leading ideas of Genera! Grant are to 
increase the supplies in the Treasury from 
existing resources, to cut down expenses in 
every available thing and to lighten the exist- 
ing burdens upon the country. 


How widely dillerent'is this new financial 


scheme of Mr. Sumner. Upon the three hun- 
dred millions of currency in the notes of the 
national banks now in circulation the Treasury 
loses eighteen millions in gold, which these 
banks 
pocket. 
Upon the 
sama 
amount 


of 
greenbacks 
the 
Treasury 
saves 


eighteen millions in gold. Yet Mr. Sumner 
proposes at the rate of fifty millions currency 
a year, in the supplies to new national banks, 
to absorb the four hundred millions of green- 
backs in the six per cent bounty of these 
banks, and thus increase this loss to the 
Treasury from eighteen to forty-two millions a 
year in gold. And one of his reasons for this 
plan of operations is that it will "relievo the 
country of the whole greenback system" and 
"hasten the return to specie payments." 


"Hasten." There is a fallacy in the very 


word; bnt how the plan proposed is to hasten 
specie payments we cannot divine. 
The Sena- 


tor's rrasons are mere assumptions, and we 
think they are delusive and absurd. Suppose 
we try the opposite system of abolishing all 
this national bank cnrrenc7 and substituting 
greenbacks for it. Upon seven hundred mil- 
lions of currency the Treasury will thus save 
foriy-two millions a year in gold—a saving 
upon which the internal revenue tax upon 
incomes from salaries might be utterly abol- 
ished, with still a clear gain of ten millions 
in currency to the Treasury. In other words, 
we pay in gold now eighteen millions, we will 
say, of oar income taxes on salaries to support 
these national banks, and Mr. Sumaer pro- 
poses to increase the cost of these superfluous 
institutions to millions more than the whole 
revenue from such incomes. 


The Senator, then, to use a homely phrase, 


"has the wrong bull by the horns." The forty- 
two millions which he proposes to take from 
the Treasury for the benefit of these national 
banks should be taken from these banks for the 
benefit of the Treasury. But there is a higher 
and broa'der objection to these banks taking 
root among the people. 
It is the same objec- 


tion which resulted in the overthrow of the 
old United States Bank of "Nick Biddle" in 
his conflicts with "Old Hickory." These banks 
threaten to become a sort of political oligarchy, 
like "Biddle's monster" and its branches, or 
like General Jackson's pet State banks to some 
extent. Heaven forbid that we should re- 
turn to the wildcat State bank paper money 
system which was extinguished by the late 
rebellion. 
But the greenback furnishes a safe, 


uniform and satisfactory currency to the coun- 
try, and it wiil save to the Treasury in gold 
forty-two millions a year, aa a substitute for 
the scheme of Mr. Sumner. 
As for the na- 


tional bonds, under General Grant's policy of 
redemption, they will go off fast enough with- 
out the aid of these national banks. We dare 
say, too, that Mr. Sumner in due lime will 
discover that Ms curious prescription for has- 
tening specie payments is among the impracti- 
cable vagaries of fancy financiers. 


Opening of the Ei-umcnicnl Council. 


During the present century Rome, has wit- 


nessed no such display of grandeur and magnifi- 
cence as was offered yesterday by the assembly 
and ceremonies at the solemn opening of tho 
Ecumenical Council. The uttermost parts of 
tho earn were represented in the procession of 
seven hundred bishops which followed Pops 
Pius IX to the hall of the Council, and ia the 
dense mullitude of spectators who thronged 
the streets, while the be:is were all ringing 
and cannon was thundering from the Forts of 
Sau Angelo and Mount Aventins. 


But it ia notoworlby and significant that all 
is pomp was almost exclusively ecclesias- 


tical. 
Although the galleries of the Hall

corps and by other notables, not a single 
special representative appeared on behalf of 
any of thu temporal Powers of Europe.

It must, moreover, be mentioned among the 


signs of the times that on tho same day the 
bishops met in Roma the Deists assembled in 
convention at Naples, and that the news of 
this convention and of the opening of the 
Ecumenical Council was flashed simultaneously 
bj ihe-Atlantic telegraph to New York. 


Tho Charter Election—Irs Lessen. 


The election held day before yesterday pre- 


sented some novel features in politics which 
convey a lesson that may be profi'.ed by ia 
the future. 
Throughout tbe entire city the 


conviction prevails that the system of "repeat- 
ing" was shamelessly resorted to in some" of 
the wards. 
That in wards particularly desig- 


nated bands of itinerant voters visited the 
different polling places and voted in each, 
•without question, let or hindrance. The pre- 
sence of the police, even the undisguised 
fact—patent to all, to the inspectors them- 
selves—that they were repeaters, did not 
deter these parties from voting or having 
their votes recorded. Had the contest been 
between the candidates of two opposing organi- 
zations the resort to this flagrant system of 
fraud upon the rights of the citizens, while 
it would have been strongly condemned, 
might not have been so greatly wondered at; 
but here, for the first time, perhaps, certainly 
for the first time oa such an extensive scale, 
was this wroag practissd upon candidates of 
the same party. This arose from the fact that 
the republicans, acting as an organization, 
permitted the election to go by default, 
and tho chances thus afforded to demo- 
cratic candidates not receiving tho regular 
nomination to contest the election with ihe 
aid of their partisans 
and such repub- 


lican votes as 
might 
be relied on to 


be cast in opposition to Tammany. 


It was, perhaps, from the fact that the fight 


on Tuesday last was a one-sided one that the 
extent to which "repeating" was carried was 
so noticeable and so strongly deprecated within 
the democratic ranks. 
As it is said that

never came so near home as it did in this case.

An Oregon Senator on Chinese JLnbor. 
Senator Wi.liams, of Oregon, has got a bill 


providing that all contracts for theimportation 
of Chinese into this country shall henceforth 
ba declared a misdemeanor, and that contacts 
now existing shall be null and void. The 
peop'o on the Pacific coast aro jealous of 
Asiatic labor. Perhaps it is natural that they 
should be so just now, but they need not be 
alarmed in the least about it, for eventually 
the growth of Chinese industry and Libor will 
do them no harm. The time is not far distant 
when the developments of all the States and 
Territories on the Pacific will need labor in 
abundance, and when it will be welcome from 
any quarter. Labor will not come from the 
Eastern States, because it will find a field for 
years to come OT this sids of (he Mississippi or 
ia the Slates that fie east of the Eocky Moun- 
tains—Kansas, Nebraska, Color.ulo—and in 
the States of the South, where it is sought for 
under the most iuviting circumstances. While 
there is an acre to be tilled, a mine to be' 
worked or a mill to run in thess Slates the 
Pacific slope caa hardly expect an abundance 
of white labor from the Atlantic States. 
Senator Williams' constituents probably know 
th-se facts better -thaa he does, and they 
know, too, that only for the Chinese and the 
prospects likely to result from theT immigra- 
tion the Pacific Railroad would Got have been 
in operation to-day—that grand highway 
which brings commerce and prosperity to the 
doors of Oregon and all the PaciGc States, 
from California to the eeul hunting grounds of 
Alaska. The opposition of Senator Williams 
to Chinese immigration is therefore ill-timed 
and foolish.

EGYPT.—A cable 
despatch 


informs us that certain Manchester merchants 
have had an interview with the Viceroy of 
Egypt, and that tho Viceroy has assured them 
that he is making extensive preparations to 
increase the growth of cotton in the territory 
under his charge.

Egypt can do in the cotton line. Our civil war 
made the Viceroy one ofthe richest men'in the 
world, perhaps the richest.

The Viceroy is not, therefore, without interest 
in the Manchester mills.

Trrs EXTENSION OP PATENTS.—Colonel Hoe 


is before Congress an applicant for aa exten- 
sioa of the patent on his presses. We do ipt 
see any reason for an extension of thia patent 
that is not equally good for an extension of 
every patent, and it is certain that this matter 
of extending patents has already been carried 
too far. We should stand by the law. The 
law recognizes the propriety and justice of 
rewarding invention, but it also recognizes that 
there must be a limit to the reward, and that 
the public has an interest in the expiration of 
every patent right. We are opposed to any 
interposition of Congress to defraud the people 
at large of the right they have in the expira- 
tion of patents, tbe more especially when such 
interposition is exercised in a spirit of favorit- 
ism that defeats the plain purpose of a wise 
law. 


A LITTLE LIQIIT ON AN OLD MYSTERY.— 


The few words that J. J. Eckel appears to 
have let fall on the Burdell case, just before 
his death, are aot without their value. He 
says that when he came home at about eleven 
o'clock that night Mrs. Cunningham went up 
stairs before him and shut BurdeU's door and 
also put out the gas, so that ho had to grope 
his way up.

Professor Robinson's Paper on Deep Sea 


Sounding and 
DretiiTinz Before the So- 


ciety of Practical Ensineerins. 
Mr. B. a Gregory, in the absence of Professor 


Robinson, reaa an elaborate aud interesting paper 
last evening before the Society of Practical Engi- 
neering, at tne Cooper Institute, on "Deep Sea 
Sounding and Dredgine," Mr. J. A. Whitney In the, 
chair. 


He said the present century has witnessed scleac* 


advancing with more gisantic strides than at any 
other period of the -world's history. Through ths 
agency of steam the ocean has been made the 
highway of nations, the land is gin with, a neiwort 
of railroads and civilization is carried to the ends ot 
the earth. Electricity, tnougn discovered by Taales 
six hundred years before Christ, has only recently 
been compelled to ntve forth its power and sustlety 
for the benefit or man; but as science is as yet igno- 
rant ot the nature of this agent it naa been unable to 
apply it to macniuery. 


With geoiosy, zoology and many other sciences 
deep sea explorations nave ao initiate connect.oS 
as well as upon navigation and submarine teal 
graphy. The lead and line was tne ear,ie«t device 
ior deep sea sounding, and it Is sttn m use. The 
crudeness or me contrivance has, however led ta 
the pomilar error of a '-bottomless ocean" and to 
many mistakes—sometimes fatal oues—tn makluz 
soundings.

The success which has attended tae laving of sub- 


marine cables has set the erroneous idsa'of an ocean . 
without bottom at rest forever and irivea an imputes 
to the effort to invent new means or soiladm<' sad 
dredgins.

Professor Robinson's Paper on Deep Sea 


Sounding and 
DretiiTinz Before the So- 


ciety of Practical Ensineerins. 
Mr. B. a Gregory, in the absence of Professor 


Robinson, reaa an elaborate aud interesting paper 
last evening before the Society of Practical Engi- 
neering, at tne Cooper Institute, on "Deep Sea 
Sounding and Dredgine," Mr. J. A. Whitney In the, 
chair. 


He said the present century has witnessed scleac* 


advancing with more gisantic strides than at any 
other period of the -world's history. Through ths 
agency of steam the ocean has been made the 
highway of nations, the land is gin with, a neiwort 
of railroads and civilization is carried to the ends ot 
the earth. Electricity, tnougn discovered by Taales 
six hundred years before Christ, has only recently 
been compelled to ntve forth its power and sustlety 
for the benefit or man; but as science is as yet igno- 
rant ot the nature of this agent it naa been unable to 
apply it to macniuery. 


With geoiosy, zoology and many other sciences 
deep sea explorations nave ao initiate connect.oS 
as well as upon navigation and submarine teal 
graphy. The lead and line was tne ear,ie«t device 
ior deep sea sounding, and it Is sttn m use. The 
crudeness or me contrivance has, however led ta 
the pomilar error of a '-bottomless ocean" and to 
many mistakes—sometimes fatal oues—tn makluz 
soundings.

rather to straggle lor tneir own independence than 
to submit to be a vassal ol France. 


Few, if any. Know tne vast laiportance or the ter- 


ritory they were asked to cede away, or how warmly 
it might be contested by other uanuns. It comprised 
the very best portions of me island, watered oy 
numerous and beautiful river*, winding through 
mineral regions ol inexhaustible wealth, aud capa- 
ble ol navigation Irom tue mountains to tne sen. 
Sucn was tbe moruuc.ttiou ol the Freucu at having 
their plans defeated that ihe best lecliug has not 
existed towards ti.e Dominicans since th.it time. 
Tue iormer lias never eveu saluted tae Has of the 
latter, and the commander of the Porpoise lias beea 
the nrst who has exteuoed that courtesy to them, 
which was evidently a source of great grtliicauou. 


As the geographical position of bamaua Bay is of 
vast importance to me Uuiied States, in case it should 
be placed at tlie disposition of sued a Power as 
France, 1 deem it worthy of a passing notice. 
situated close to the highway of ail vecseis 
coming from Europe (Uie iloiia passage) and ol most 
01 the vessels from the United states bound to trie 
West Indies, the Power that owned it could com- 
mand the commerce of any nation wilii whom they 
were at war. It co-itams within leseu ail tne requi- 
sites lor shipbuilding— tne finest timber, iron, coal 
ana copper — and, no doubt, a good geoEoutcal sur- 
vey would develop resources m minerals yet uu- 
tuouaht of. "liie bay and harbor is the oest ia tuo 
whole West Indies, and iscapable, 1 ani told, of cou- 
taliiing the cotaLiued fteeis of liurope and rendering 
tuein penectiv secure against tbe most Oestrucave 
tempests. Very preat, numbers oi whales and reiuge 
there in the large bay, wuere they increase and um^- 
tipiy because nut puitued, the government having 
prohibited all vessels iroin taKmj wuates in tnose 
waters. Oue American aloae has -been allowed to 
fish mere, ana the government, I think, could be 
induced 10 extend the permission to otuer citizens 
ot the United States. 11 all is true as told me by the 
natives that promise must be ol incalculable value 
m every respect. 
u uej tne i'Tctich party ware dsfeateci In tneir at- 


tempts to cede away &auiaua that goyerumeat put 
in a claim agamst the Iiominicans, insisting "tuat 
they were bound to pay half the amount guaranteed 
to i-'rance wjheti she recognued the iudepeuueuce of 
ilaytl;" bui this was contested in a proper SBint^ 
and since then the French have never urged it; but 
it is supposed that they still hope to have tlieir as- 
sistance called in, WUCQ taey can make better terms.

doubt are instructed to assist the Dominicans in 
case they are iuvaded by the Haytieus, but there is 
no danger whatever of that eveut taking place, as 
tue latter are too 'busily engaged Jlghtmg among 
tneniselves, and tne great distomlituHs they have 
received iroui this narty wl>en tlie'ir means were 
not nearly BO great as at present, will prevent any in- 
vasion m future.

Silt — Circumstances liave prcvcntea me from com- 
niumcatiug wttn tlie department more frequently 
smce iny arrival on the island, and this is tuu Jir0c 
opportunity 1 have had of miorining you ot my 
movements since Isepaiated from the commander 
ot the Porpoise on tne other side. 1 arrived here 
yestsraay, after a most exciting aud fatiguing 
journey across the mountains; have travelled since 
1 leit St. Domingo 65u miles; have had an opportu- 
nity 01 seeing aii the south side; crossed over tnat 
part of the mountains inhabited, and i am no A' em- 
ploying every moment to iuiui iny insirucuung on 
tlie north side. 1 nave Kept a lull aud regular 
journal of ah my doings, by wiiicii you can more fully 
judge of tne character or this people tuan by uny 
general remarks ot uiltie; anJ chough it is Kept in a 
more familiar style than would suit a public despatch 
1 consider that course preierablo m giving au ac- 
count of tiio inhabitants, their manners and customs, 
so little known to the civilized world. 


The miormation i have collected has not been' 


sought irom the government or irom interested per- 
sons, but generally- from those not liKely to lead me 
astray, and it wiil not be found to agree with ac- 
counts heretofore received and published in the puu- 
lic newspapers. 1 speaK now in relereuce to tue 
color, diameter aud number of the pouuiation. 
being inuoh less tnau is stated by the "Dominican 
government, and tue pare wmte population num- 
bering So small tuat they win not more tuati amount 
to u.ujO souis m the whole republic, while tuey are 
estimated at 100,000 by tnose interested. Wuerever 
I uave gone 1 have received the Kindest attention, 
even 111 the mountains, where i met men who had 
not seen a civiuzea bemg lor six mouths, and 
though they were not as white as they reoresented 
themselves to be, yet a better or a lander peopie 
uever lived on tne iace of the earth, and 1 niig.it 
aavc travelled with, any amount of money wttuuut 
lear 
of being 
molested. .Misery I liave seen 


plenty 
of, aud 
such 
destitution 
as 
would 
mate 
the 
Heart 
ache; 
for 
the 
wretched 
-uimoitaats of sull more wretched liovels where 1 
often haci to pass the night, when 1 aid not sleep lu 
me woods, are almost m a starving condition. 
I'he people in some districts are pinched with 
waut, and in suctt places i have gone myseii 
tuirty-six hours without food, having lost iu the 
rivers, 'over wiiicii 1 had irequeuily to swrui, the 
line provision 1 carried with me; out the> bear it 
all with a patience only acquired bj long suffering, 
and havu learned by au experience of twenty-two 


ears the injustice of treating their leiiuw beings 


with unkmdness. 
Tne public authorities have treated me with more 
turn usual civility waerever 1 Have gone, aautuoush 
the honors tuey have extended lo nie if ere ratner 
hose of a naif civilized nation, yet they always 
emanated from a warm heart and a sincere desire 
o please. The best leeltug exists towards the United 
btates, and they would nail with deiurnt the acknow- 
ledgment or tneir independence; they consider 


niiig else tlesirablc to secure to them safety Ironi 


the invasion of the liayticus. 


The people are ignorant aud uneducated and pos- 
sess coue of tlie relmement oi civilized Hie; their best 
louses are uot comparaoie to thoae oi the lowest uie- 
jiiauics m our country; but they UOu's pretend to 
iuiythins bun good order and tranquillity, ana oiler 
tneir hospitality viihagrace that civilization cannot 
mitate. In some places they are immorai, but that 
arises from their being BO long under ihe ilaytien 
rule when religion aud its riyfets were trampiea 
uuder foot, and their best chance of safety was In, 
.nutating their oppressors; but no pains are spared 
to bring them bacK to their religion, to which tuey 
Day the most sincere respect, aud most of those w no 
have been living togetner without being married 
have been brought to a sense of Its impropriety by 
the priests, who labor with great assiduity in teach- 
ing them their duty.

1 lire" 
lerreJ traversing the mountains ami beeoaung 
acquainted wilh people unknown even to tlie inhabit- 
ants ot me lower country, examining their most 
ueauuiul lands and witnessing more indiisirv Hum 
is iO be louiul cbewher?. Tue dangers of travelling 
over these mountains (4.01W feet above the level of 
the sea) were very great, and some idea can be 
loruuiu of the duiluulties witn winch I nad to con- 
tend when 1 mention that 1 crossed one river ilitv-slx 
tunes and another itwrtv-one, in a day oiten havinir 
to swim over at the risk of losing horse ami ruler; 
but 1 succeeded in accomplishing the journey with- 
out any serious accident, though i had two horses so 
severely injured by tailing over precipices that 1 had 
to leave them on the road. 


No lear need be feu iroru any Invasion of the nay- 
tiens, anu the stability ot the government depends 
entirelj upon the Dominicans themselves, and if no 
intestine trouble occur Uiey will go along smoothly 
and Happily. I see no prosuect of- such au event 
taking piace, as tlie utmost confidence prevails 
toward tue present government auc president Sau- 
taua, a man of simple habits and generous tellings, 
is universally beloved by the people. In all their 
encounters with the enemy tney have met wan such 
signal success that tne -Haytieus -have lor a long 
lime leit tueni unmolested and lesl a dread toauacK 
sucii passes as 1 crossed, where eighty men, badly 
armed, once drove oft live thousand with great 
lois.

do so, and iias oncred to accompany me, 1 shall set 
out cany tomorrow morning.

over twelve coant.es, stopped at twenty towns and 
villages, visited every liwie settlement thai 1 heard 
ol aua crossed moss of the principal rivers. 1 have 
beeu domesticated will! people of eveiy class, trom 
•tue opure.it, laroier, w.tu a house not better then a 
cowuou, to ihe lowest, order oi society, wuo live m 
uuu, surrounded by misery ana disease, aud whose 
uawiatious iu any otaer country would not oe 
tuoiigui rit to put au animal to live in.

tire change m the whole state of anairs, and iu three 
years every one would be enjoying comparative 
aiiiueace, lor the son is so prouiic taat little or uo 
labor is required aud all tne.trouoie they nave is to 
gai.ier m tue harvest thac uature provides for them.

peu.'iie ol tins most beani-iiul lalana loolc lorward 
wim the hope of lormmg with us the closest re.a- 
lious. That such may be the case must be Hie wish 
ot every American who desire^ to sue the commerce 
oi ms country advancing, lor in a few years we must 
supply tlum with almost every thing tney require in 
the suape of luxuries and clothing, aud will receive 
in return many ol their rich products, which are not 
gathered at present, aud Witich have been tost to the 
world Tor a quarter of a century or more, lu 
many of the rtroviucas through which 1 have 
parsed the country may'be said to be utmost iu the 
saimi state as it was wisen Uoiuuibus lirst discovered 
tin; island, and in tiiese places the population cau- 
not be said to be mtjeh superior in intellect to the 
unpoitsiied ind.aas who wen; the llrsl possessors or 
tae soil, although tuey have many ol the samo 
traits of character by wiucii those unhappy people 
were distiuguisued, anu that are so inucli to be ad- 
mired. 


The remembrance of some places through which I 


nave travelled appears to me lite a beautuui dream, 
and no one wno has noi seen can form the slightest 
idea of what nature can be, arrayed in all her 
beauty of lulls auu dales, rock.s aud waterfalls aua 
mountains pued up one upon another, in such beau- 
tiful and fantastic shapes that the mind Is com-

harmony and peace) that

could nope lor. The wishes aud desire's of the lazy 
aud inert Spaniard are gratified la everything witii- 
oui the trouble of working; lor the tree supplies him 
with every article ol rood, clothing aud bedding, and 
evea to the smallest Kind of utensil required in 
housekeeping, and this is one of tne umortunate 
causes ol me little advancement, lor tue enervating 
induenccs ol the climate induces tueui to look to 
nature alone for support- J?or those who nave me 
ambition to labor tne soil is overflowing with 
wcaltu, the hillsides are full of the richest min- 
erals, and they have only to gather in tue gilts 
which nature has placed at their disposal. Tliera is 
scarcely a spot over which 1 have passeci {excepting 
aboutiiOi) miles along the seasnoreon thesouth siuej 
wuere the most fastidious would not be nappy to 
rest himself lorever, with lull security that he could 
never be without the necessaries and could always 
have at hand tne coiniorts of me. It au seems like 
aland of poetr/ aud flowers, and more lit for tue 
aoode of the guileless people liist lound there than 
of tue avaricious race wno wonted tueni to death in 
pursuit or the wealth, wuich the Indians alone 
despised. 


1 have travelled over most or the ground where 
these poor wreiches were torced to tod and carry 
loads upou their heads, through, roads which tue 
imagination cannot lorin an idea of, and it is won- 
derful, with tne nohesor the soil starins; them ia 
tue face, that theSpaniard could liuve been lea awav 
by such illusory projects; but as the Hidalgo of an- 
cient times was, so 13 the Spaniard of me present 
day. lie will talk to you ol tile gold, silver and 
copper niiues, ton with you to tne top of the steepest 
lull, aud braijt down heavy loads of what may event- 
ually prove to be nothing but common earth; but 
lor a hoe or a plough they .have au aversion not to 
Ue described, and the natives wuo uo not live in 
cities pass away their time sleeping under the snaay 
brancnes of their uwgaiflcuut trees or at tue loot of 
aoinj of the beautuui ft ateriails by which, nature is 
adorned (but waicu do not. add to die cumiort of 
travfUuij;), as tue roads frequei.lly run along tlieir 
sides. 


With all this want of energy there is, however, 


little or no vice—crime, there is actually none. TIIO 
law is scarcely ever put m force, except against 
some military ou'euder, and the civil authorities 
lave scarcely any cuauce of testing with the nun. 
tary wuiohof the two have jurisdiction, though it is 
universally conceded that the civil authorities have 
not much to say in matters relating to the breach of 
the peace, criminal cases, £c. it cannot be denied 
that a military power rules, though by tlieir consti- 
tution the government is essentially civil, only one 
clause gives tne President ("during the present or 
any state ol war") power to pass decrees, and 
mates him responsible to no one. livery Onus, 
However, is conducted with tranquillity and tue 
people are perfectly satisfied, aud in their love for 
;ne chief magistrate lose sight of the power which 
can curtail their liberties at any time.

She edicts with an alacrity i nave never witnessed, 
and with.a cneerlulness not to be met with oiten, 
though it islreg.uent!y with the loss ot all tueir litue 
property. 
The population with, wliom I nave been most 


pleased are the second class, called white here, out 
n lact are very brown, like Indians, and wun long, 
slraigut hair. They liave all tue social qualities m 
the highest degree; while tuo pure whites, or old 
Spaniards, Have all the jealousy which Character- 
izes tlieir race, and not had the sociality of tuo 
other.!. From the former I hope for better results 
so tlie country than Iroui the latter; they are more 
intelligent, not fond of cabals, have great respect lor 
the laws aud a great desire to become a great 
utilion, not an unattainable thine; if they take 
a-Jvantage of the resources or the country, lor tuey 
are bejouJ calculation, aud, with a uulioa ol euler- 


i peonle, flve years, wltli the nresent amount 


or poyuutioii, would miux them a revenue of 
$'l,(wu,ooo, while at present it cannot be estimated 
at over $33D,iHH). It is increasing, however, and will 
double the lirst year of peace. 


We arrived at I'ort au Prince at an unfavorable 


tlmo to draw a compari.ion between the llavtieus 
and Dominicans, for the most hardened mind intHt 
ue shocked at tlie cruellies committed by me b actca 
oil tlie mulattoes who have the misioriuue to live 1:1 
the ilaytien dominions, president niche (memora- 
ble lor having put to death ins wuo and children 
nitli ins own uands, in Ohrlstopne's nine, because 
tiiev were mulattoes) had inarcued witu au army of 
lo.DJi) men to the soutli to put- down a rebellion, and 
Dad succeeded in doing so beiore we left, but uot 
beiore the negroes had committed the most horrid 
cruelties upon the mulattoes. All the tortures that 
liic human ingenuity could devise were applied to 
their vicuuis. Men were roasted before slow tires; 
women had their breasts cut oir aud their children 
cut in pieces before their eyes, and those Itir ad- 
vanced m pregnancy were ripped open by these 
baroanaus merely lor their amusement. I5ut the 
ringleaders were all paruoued, aud the severest pun- 
ishment milicicd was n sentence to serve in the 
army. Jjy this means this bloodthirsty 1'resideut 
augments his power with people ready ut any mo- 
ment to carry out Uis sanguinary wishes. 
l tiuu tne morals aud intellect of tue people dia- 


metrically opposite to those of the Dominicans. 
Iteliglon is only known irom tradition, and Industry 
a word scarcely known at ail. The ucauuml valley 
ol the cul de sac, whicu yielded iu the time ol the 
French 5AiMO,uut) pouuus oi sugar, now is almost a 
perfect waste, and does not yield 500,000; exports 
are decreasing from year to year, aud m a suort 
time no more will be produced than is actually 
necessary lor the smallest wants or tne negroes. 
Property Has no security, and learning meets with 
no encouragement; and ttie people will eventually 
(if tney have not already) sum into tne same slate or 
barbarity that exists among the native Aincans. 
At present the United States have most ot the 


commerce at the west end. supply them with all 
their provisions, aud tney will be aole to compete 
w.lh 
all other 
nations, 
nutwitustaudiug the 
extra ten per cent duties winch •Americans uave to 
pay lor not acicnowleuging their independence, our 
cueap cotton goods are, nowever. ariveu out of the 
inarKet, as it was a dnUcuit niatter vo compete witu 
tue Kugiish on the same terms, in tue ooaimican 
territory, on tue contrary, our cotton goods are in 
extensive use—in lace ail over tne country, in a 
comparison between ihe two nations tue ilayiieus 
must snow to great disadvantage, as much so as any 
otuer horde ol uncivilised barbarians compare wita 
any otuer nation of civilized people. 


lu Douiiaica the integrity oi the country is at the 


head ol au'airs. and though they may not show any 
great abdity m me administration of government, 
taey show a proper respect lor tne ngiits and prop- 
erty of citizens and strangers, aud n acr-s of mjus- 
t.ce are sometimes commiteu it Ireg.ueuily arises 
from au error of judgment—not rroiu auy bad de- 
Bisns. In Hayti, on the contrary, the country is in 
tue hands oi ;tue worst men—the heau of it, a man 
stained with, every crime—aad tue security to prop- 
erty and persons only exists as long as n suits tue 
will or their capricious cuiei magistrate. 


To suppose tnat negres are capable of self-govern- 
ment is a most absurd iipilon, lor eveu admitting 
them to have tne intelligence rotjuired, me ener- 
vating influence of. climate would soon indispose 
them to labor, and we ail snow the general charac- 
ter or the nettro for lazy habits, aud tliat the most 
intelligent uave never arrived ac more than medi- 
ocrity. Tosuppose that iiali-cmlizcd savages, under 
a burning sun and without the wants of Europeans, 
would LiDor to improve the mind or cultivate tne 
soil, is more than unreasonable. 
In live. years Dominica will be far In advance of 


where she is now lu commerce, industry and learn- 
ing; in the same time JiayU will be tenyeirs more 
benmo t-han she Is now, and will eventually Be cut 
np by civil dissensions. Vil'ty stnail cuiels wiil gov- 
ern the country, lor any one who can raisa an army 
can be President, aud almost-all are ambitious to

This coisilitlon of things will last until American 


citizens hnvo free trade in ships; then, and not 
unui men, will they be able to compete with fureunu 
shipowners. Our registry law practically protects 
the foreign shipowner from American competition, 
and * * * our carrying trade with other coun- 
tries is no loinjer carried on by American ship- 
owners, * * * but la transferred to tue hands of 
foreigners. This result * * * would isot have 
occurred haa ihe shipbuilding Industry of the United 
Kmtcs kept up the shipbuilding industry of England. 


American shipbuidmg has not improved wltlila 


the last twenty years. During the two deca'ies In 
which tu« art of shipbuilding mis made greater pro- 
gress m Cireat liriiam than it did in all tlie countries 
«inch preceded them, the buildiugf of seagoing ves- 
sels m America has not advaueeu one step. 
The improvements which tue builders of England 


have eifecieu in steam machinery, combined witli 
their improved system ol shipbuilding and the facili- 
ties winch they enjoy, and which enable them to 
construct ships and engines at prices with winch no 
other countries can compete, give Great Britain a 
very loua lead in the construction of iron steamers. 
Her builders supply their own and otner countries 
with steamers which will earn largo piolits in trades 
in winch steamers built in the United states Cannot 
live, and they have entirely exploded the idea that 
subsidies aio necessary to the support of steam Hues 
on the iireat routes of ocean tranlc. Tue most suc- 
cessiul steam lines, In a commercial point of view, 
are those winch rely upon traulc and care nothing 
for mail contracts or subsidies. Steamers of mode- 
rate speed and large cariro capacity can earn more 
money iu lUcNew York and Liverpool trade, without 
a- subsidy, than the laat steamers wliicu carry com- 
paratively little cargo and burn a great quantity of 
coal, cau earn with the most liberal indil service 
compensation wnica either the United states or 
Uicat liriiam are likely to give. A steamship that 
will cany 6,oiw tons of cargo across the Atlantic in 
twelve davs, burning 60!) tons of coal on tue pas- 
sage, is better property than one that masej the 
trip m tea days, wiih 1,000 tons of cargo and burn- 
ing 1,000 tons of coal. The last will make a noise In 
tue world by an occasional very rapid passage, but 
the ilrst will put most money into the coffers of her 
onucr*. Tucsa are the steamers which American 
shipowners should beperiutttcd to bay in the cneap- 
est market.

Many of the steamers bnllt upon the Clyde are 


for loroigu owners and foreign service; some go to 
China, otuers to South America, otliers again to the 
B.acK Sea and Baltic, oi German, French, Spau- 
ih and Italian shipowners many no to Enziaud to 
build steamers and ships. In snort, the high repu- 
tation of the builders there attracts purchasers from 
ai! parts or the world except the United States. 
There might be some reason lot the policy which our 
people are pursuing m relusmg to bund steamers 
and ships oatsuie of the United States, If ,BUch a 
policy helped shipbuildinc at home or benefited any 
one class or our citizens. II it even served to secure 
in; pare of our foieigu trade to ships built In the 
Stales it tniRiit be tolerated, but the reverse Is no- 
toriously true.

to every American interest connected withnaviga- 
lun, not excepti&g Ihe sinpouilders themselves.

Whether it would he wise to withdraw the protec- 
tion which now secures our uorue market 10 our own 
Sunders is a question upon '.viiicu much must be said 
opon both slues.

liHeeuis very certain that the United Slates must 


advance very promptly and boldly or else rail sadly 
m tue rear of England, Germany and France. We 
cannot maintain a respectable maritime position 
belore the world ir our mercantile navv is to consist 
of wooden sailing ships alone or wooden sailing 
rtlnjM coupled with one or two lines of subsidized 
steamers— and this Is our present position— while all 
our rivals are distancing us and earning off our 
own trade. It is, ol course, better to build our ships 
at home than it is to buna them abroad, but it is 
better to build them abroad than not. lo build them 
at all. It is better to employ our own. shipmasters, 
mates and seamen than the inasters, mates and sea- 
men of our commercial rivals, and it is better 
lor us 
to 
cross 
tne 
ocean 
•with steamera 


commanded by our own fellow cilizens and carrying 
our own Has- All this can only be accomplished by 
repealing tne law which reruses to grant an Ameri- 
can register to a steamer built in the cheap building 
yards of Ureal Britain. It is surely worth our while 
.o consider w uether we are not naying too dear for 
the sentimental feeling iVIUch nas already destroyed 
our commercial prestige. 


The Kegistry laws are declared to be by the force 


of circumstances prohibitory and oppressive to our 
own citizens and in the interest of loreigu ship- 
owners and manners.

Iu the opinion of competent Judges emlgra- 
lou from Great Britain nas been more man doubled 
iy tne application of steam to emigrant trausporta- 
icn; yet the builders of the United States nave not 
urued out a single steamer that coma live m the 
rade at the passage rates on which the British 
teamer owners have become rich.

Tae Free Trade Leajua Iiava Issued the followlne 
memorial:— 


Your memorialists would respectfully represent 
that m most of me testimony taken before your 
committee in regard to the present condition ol the 
commerce ot this country, the true cause of its deca- 
dence was not stated, nor In their opinion has a 
sufficient remedy been suggested for its revival. 
Your memorialists wish lo assert, in lUe first place, 
that the currying trade iu American vessels between 
our own aud foreign ports has lallen on" largely 
since the termination of the war, while that enjoyed 
by the citizens of other countries has shown a 
steady increase. The total tonnage of the country 
employed lu i860 was 2,540,327 tous, while in 1809 it 
is only 1,505,837 tons. 


Your memorialists do not hesitate to charge the 


existing condition of our commercial marine largely 
to the present tariff, the rates of whicu, levied ou 
articles entering mio the construction of vessels, are 
so excessive as to forbid their being built iu tne 
8,'ilpyards 
of this country: but it is mainly

protection to the American shipbuilder, forbid the 
purchase and trausier to the Ainsricau Bag of itilps 
and steamers constructed abroad. The German »ud 
Frenchman are now monopolizing a large portion of 
the carrying trade between this country and Europe, 
which was formerly in tne hands of American ship- 
owners, the reason being that wuile the citizens of 
these countries are allowed by their own laws to buy 
snips in the cheapest markets, the American is pro- 
hibited by our legislation from doing tho same, and 
is thus placed at a disadvantage whicli he is unable 
to overcome. Your memorialists are convinced that 
the granting of subsidies 13 an, unwise measure, and 
is only the attempt to reintdy an existing injustice 
by the creation of a new one, the direct eifect of 
which would be to add to the existing competition 
by the formation of a monopohed interest, thus 
defeating private competition and rendering the 
condition of the American shipowner worse than 
before.

In the opinion of your memorialists, the true 
means to revive this Important bnrprostrate indus- 
try would be the abrogation of all laws preventing 
the purchase of vessels in foreign countries where 
they can be procured the cheapest, and the admis- 
sion of these vessels to American registry—or, in 
other words, absolute freedom of trade lu ships and 
steamers. 


The American shipowner would tlms be put on an 
equality with, the loreigner so far as as ootaining 
cheap vessels Is concerned, and your memorialists 
are convinced that by the adoption of this simple 
and just measure the country would regain in great 
part that share of the carrying trade of whicli it has 
been deprived by erroneous legislation.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL.

The conservative tone of the President's message 


and the wise reconimendat.ons of Secretary ttoui- 
well to deter legislation on-the nuestluV of specie 
payments have been well-timed in their effect upon 
the general business of the city, where considerable 
distrust and depression had been begotten of the 
resumption demands and prophecies of the more 
radical organs ol public opinion. 
The dangerous 


expedient of legislating specie payments instead of 
permitting the country to grow to resumption by 
the natural process receives no encouragement from 
the Executive of tne nation and his financial minis- 
ter^ The prospect for the winter had bean gloomy 
in certain braucnes ot trade, ana" lears of bad times 
had rendered our merchants very uneasy. The feeling- 
Is now more confluent, ana thougn business is dull, 
except in the line of holiday goods, it does not pro- 
duce so much despondency. It is the season when 
dnlness is looked for. The year will close out wltii 
a steadier and more cheerful feeling m mercantile 
circles, in consequence of General Grant's and Sec- 
retary Boutwell's position. The money market to- 
day was active up to two o'clock. Previous to thai' 
hour the rate on call, with pledge even of govern- 
ment collaterals, was full seven per cent, the Ger- 
man bankers being large borrowers, for the purpose, 
it is supposed, of carrying the bonds bought to 
catch the rise in the foreign market.

to sixty days. Toward the close of banking hours 
the market was irregularly reported, borrowers and 
lenders seeming not to meet each other, BO that m 
some portions of tne street six per cent was the rate, 
while in others it was still sharp seven. The reason 
of this doubtless lies In the partial disbursements of 
the Sub-Treasury in payment or the bonds bought 
this noon, the sellers who got their money late in 
the day being anxious to place it over night, and 
hence offering down tne marSet. Commercial paper 
was steady and without new feature.

The government bond market was unfavorably 
affected by a heavy decline in London, where tue 
6T's at live o'clock tms evening had fallen to 85K, 
owing, it is conjectured, to the disappointment of 
foreign speculators at the tenor of the President's 
message, winch, from the outcry raised by the press 
of this country just succeeding the gold panic of Sep- 
tember1, they thought would take strong grounds in 
favor of an early resumption of specie payments. 
We have often adverted to the curious Influences of 
the two markets upon each other—that ia, ths home 
and foreign. However complex xhese influences itis 
always certain that a decline abroad leans to a 
decline here. The difference oetween gold and 
greenback quotations is, of course, the reason of this 
intricacy. 
The inherent strength given domestic 


prices by the conservative character of the policy of 
General Grant and Secretary Boutwell combated 
the effects or the foreign decline, especially as the 
gold market was so strong. 
The yielding here was 


a_ quarter to three-eignths per cent only as con- 
trasted witu a fall of over a hau" to three-quarters 
per cent in London. 
TUe fact further illustrates 


"what has been remarked above as to the steadying 
influences of the President's message upon the gen- 
eral market- The asrents of foreign bankers in this 
eiiy have not profiled as largely as they expected, 
if tney have at all, by their recent purchases of gov- 
ernments to realize the advance predicted upon ex- 
pected specie payment reconmiendj.tions in the Con- 
cressional documents. The market at the close was 
heavy, particularly on the announcement that a hill 
had been introduced to make the national banking 
system tree. Whatever strength had been commu- 
nicated by the offer of the government to buy two 
millions of bonds to-day was counterbalanced by the 
large offerings at the Sub-Treasury, where the total 
of the proposals to sell was over live ami a half mil- 
lions.

The "bears," on 
the contrary, are selling In expectation of the larae 
outcome of gold from the Treasury In payment of 
the January interest, and upon the flattering charac- 
ter of our exports oi cotton and produce, and tne 
corresponding weakness of exchange.
